THE ATLANTA ON TRIAL 


GOOD RESULIS WITHOUT A 
SINGLE ACCIDENT. 
TRYING TO SURPASS THE ACHIEVE- 
MENTS OF HER SISTER SHIP, THE 

BOSTON, IN NEWPORT HARBOR. 


NEwport, R. L, Aug. 6.—The United States 
steel cruiser Atlanta began her series of trial 
tests yesterday noon. Every preparation was 
made during the morning, the men being called 
out of their hammocks at 4:30 A. M. An early 
spin was taken over the speed course iu the 
latter partof the forenoon to accustom the 
olticers to the lay of the ground. 

This ground was the same as used for the Kos- 
ton tests, but the measured mile course was 
again examined and made certain by calcula- 
tion. It was very important that there should 
be not the slightest difference in the measure- 
ments, especially when the sister ships Boston 
and Atlanta were under trial. It has long been 
a theme of discussion which of the two cruisers 
possessed the greater speed power, the general 
opinion being, however, in favor of the speed 
efficiency ofthe Atlanta. Both cruisers have 
had a turn at active service, have encountered 
heavy weather, and been enabled to give a pretty 


thorough account of their structural powers. 
The Atlanta, possibly, has had « little more sea 
rervice than the Boston, but, generally speak- 
ing, both ships stripped for the match under 
conditions almost equal. The Boston opened 
the contest and scored 15.55 knots an hour as a 
mean of four runs, two in each direction, over 
the measured mile. Against wind, but witha 
slightly favoring tide, the Boston scored on one 
run over 16.4 knots an hour. So much for the 
Boston’s full-power trials. 

The Atlanta proceeded yesterday to dispose of 
the preliminary tests, leaving to the last the all- 
important full-power run. The official board, 
consisting of Commodore Walker, Commander 
Gasper F. Goodrich, Past Assistant Engineers 
Perry and Bowers, and Naval Constructor Kich- 
ard Gatewood, came aboard soon after colors, 
and the cruiser immediately got under way. 
After taking an experimental turn over the 
coursé, @run was made to determine the lowest 
possible speed. With the engines making 20 
revolutions per minute, the speed was found to 
be 4.5 knote an hour, 

On the completion of the run for low speed, 
the Atlanta was eircled above the upper buoy, 
and, with her throttles opened up a little freer, 
rapidly strode across the water todo an inter- 
mediate run. As the Atlanta passed the first 
buoy forty-tive revolutions per minute were 
noted from the indicator, and at thisrate the 
ship was kept going until the lower buoy 
passed the ‘“‘mark’” point on the vessel. A 
speed of 10 knots an hour nearly was record- 
ed. Again the ship was put over the course 
under the same number of revolutions, and the 
rates of speed gained in each direction were 
then taken and averaged. This allowed for all 
tide, wind, and Current effects, and gave a re- 
sultant almost absolute in correctness. 

The afternoon was well advanced when the 
last run of the duy was made. Pointing the 
cruiser for the measured course, the word was 
rapidly passed to the engine room, and, before 
the Atianta reached the first buoy, the throttles 
of the engines were wide open and the ship 
doing ber beat under the natural draught. The 
run was made in both directions, the indicators 
recording for the engines sixty revolutions per 
minute, wuile the leg ard stop notches gave a 
speed of thirteen kuots an hour. 

It was decided to go no higher in the speeds 
for the day, but to wait untillater. Every run 
was being recorded as final and consequently 
official The Atlanta’s engineers, desiring to 
get the very best showing possible out of the 
ship, were anxious that the firemen should be 
fresh for the forced-draucht run. It is not 
doubted but that the Atlanta can reach eighty 
revolutions per minute with her engines, and 
many feel confident that she will attain sixteen 
knots a8 @ Mean-speed rate. 

Tne day ended with the turning trials in the 
ground marked off by the buoys. These turn- 
ing tests proved successful in every respect. 
he starboard helm turn was made in eight 
minutes. With the port helm the time was six 
minutes. For a single-screw vessel this latter 
is a very good showing, but of course cannot ba 
brought into comparison with the quick work 
of @ twin-screw vessel like the Yorktown. 

The Atiunta has been using soft coal for the 
tests. The supply being short, it is necessary to 
coal the ship. itis not likely that the cruiser 
will attempt the full-power speed run for at 
leasttwo days, and inthe meantime every etfort 
will be made to get her engines into as perfect 
a coudition as possible. 

Not a a single accident occurred aboard the 
Atlanta during the tests, despite the rumor 
ashore to this effect. Toe machinery remains 
intact throughoat. 

The Atlanta is a single-screw projectile 
cruiser of 3,189 tons displacement. Her keel 
was laid in 1883,she being one of the four 
Roach cruisers authorized to be built by act of 
Congress of March 3,1853. The execution of 
the contract took place July 23 the same year. 
The Atlanta is 270 feet long, has a beam of 42 
teet and a mean draught of 17 feet. Her en- 
gines are of the horizontal compound type. On 
the official trial for acceptance the en- 
gines aeveloped an _ indicated collective 
horse power .of 3,350, which was less than 
that developed by the Boston’s engines, the lat- 
ter attaining to 3,780 horse power. Strange, 
too, the Atlanta made better speed with her 
less horse power than did the Boston. The 
weight of machinery, boilers, and with water 
in boilers is 698 tons. The battery of the At- 
Janta is the same as on the Boston, consisting 
of 2 eight-inch B. L. R., 6 six-inch B. L. ve 
Gatlings, 2 six-pounders, 2 three-pounders, 2 
one-pounéers,2 forty-seven-millimeter R. C., and 
2 thirty-seven-millimeter R. C. The total cost 
of the hull and machinery of the Atlanta was 
$619,000. The battery should increase this 
amount to little less than $800,000. 





BOTH OLAIMANTS GOT A PENSION. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Aug. 6.—Special Pension 
Examiner Potter has been in Hackettstown 
trying torecover $1,700, which was paid by 
the Government through fraud to a pension 
claimant. The revelations in the case have 
caused much excitement. 

Robert 8. Millham, now dead, years ago mar- 
ried Elizabeth Haggard of Washington, and the 
couple lived together until the war broke out. 
He went to the front, and on his return left his 
family and went to live with a woman named 
Martha J. Wright. The couple settled down near 
Schooley’s Mountain, and were subsequently 
married. Millham was arrested, indicted for 
bigamy, tried, convicted, and imprisoned. On 
his release he returned to Martha, and soon 
after they moved to Hackettstown, where Mill- 
ham made application for a pension. His dis- 
abilities were not proved until after his death, 
and then his so-called wife drew $1,700, and 
was ailowed a small sum menthly. 

She was married soon after Millham’s death 
to Alexander Beatty. Subsequently the first 
Mrs. Millbam heard of the affair, and placed her 
claim with the Governmens Her identity was 
easily established, and for the second time the 
Government paid the seventeen-hundred-dol- 
lar pension. he Government is now trying to 
recover the money paid to the first claimant, 
now Mrs. Beatty, but with little success, 

MUCH LIKE AN ELOPEMENT. 

RED Bank, N. J., Aug. 6.—George Stewart of 
this place, whois better known as “ Prairie,” 
was employed at the Mansion House asa sort 
of man of all work. Stewart is a married man 
and his wife and child occupy a little cottage 
on Wall-street. Stewart lived with his family 
up toabout a week ago, but now Mrs. Stewart 
works to support herself and child, 

A pretty young girl named Minnie Rooney 
was the chambermaid at the Mansion House. 
On Tuesday night of last week Stewart came 
home to supper, and after finishing his meal 
went out, not teliing his wife where he was 
going. He has not been seen here since. The 
Fame night that Stewart disappeard Minnie 
Rooney was wissing also, and it is generally 
thought that the couple have eloped. 








A WOMAN WALKS OFF A TRAIN. 

EvizaABeTH, N. J., Aug. 6.—An intoxicated 
woman had a narrow escape last night from a 
frightful death between Waverly and North 
Elizabeth. She stepped froma train on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad which was running at 
the rate of thirty miles au bour. The conductor 
saw her stagger toward the car dvor, but was 
unable to stop her from jumping. 

The train was stopped and the woman was 
found in a diten pveside the track. She was 
braised about the head and shoulders, but was 
not seriously injured. She proved to he Mra, 
Torney, a domestic, living with Mrs. Bird of 
Pennsylvania-avenue, Elizabeth.

CINCINNATI VIOLATORS ON PROBATION 
FOR A MONTH. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug, 6.——What has been 
termed the saloonists’ rebellion was formally 
ended in the police court this afternoon by the 
granting of amnesty to the offenders on the ap- 
plication of their attorney. The trial of John 
Warflinger was in progress, He has been one 
of the most detiant violators of the Owen law. 
When the court was ready to proceed Mr. 
Thomas, his attorney, addressing the court, 
said: ‘ 

‘** Your Honor, Mr. Warflinger is one of those 
men who met and openly agreed to violate the 
law. They were men who had money invested 
and thought they were justified in trying to 
make money and thev were in some measure 
excusable. But they were wrong, and before a 
week bad passed they knew they were wrong. 
They saw their mistake and last week another 
meeting was hela, at which these men, in the 
presence of their counsel, by a unanimous vote 
agreed to obey the law hereafter, and to do 
everything in its support that was possible: 
Now, your Honor, baving seen the error of 
their way, they ask forgiveness, and as their 
representative I ask the court to meet them 
half way by indefinitely postponing the cases 
now pending against them, not to be revived so 
long as they obey the law.” 

Prosecutor Corcoran was glad to hear this 
Proposition, but suggested that the suspension: 
be for thirty days unless there were further 
violations. 

Judge Ermston was apparently pleased with 
the course taken. He made a lenethy address 
concerning previous efforts to enforce the law, 
and concluded by saying: “This law is a re- 
striction on a business out of which no good 
ever came. Its good effects have been seen by 
its enforcement, and now the great body of the 
pevple favor it. We have shown that the law 
csn be enforced. { am glad to see these men 
come forward and ask forgiveness. A week 
ago Sunday they had almost produced a bloody 
riot in this city, and would bave done so if it 
had not been for that gallant soldier, Chief 
Deitsch, an@ his efficient, well-disciplined force. 
These men admit conspiracy, but they were 
mistaken, and they acknowledge it. I propose 
to meet them haif way. I aaopt the prosecutor’s 
suggestion, but add that if there is no further 
vievlation there will be no further prosecution.” 





THE BLACK DIAMOND AFFAIR. 


CANADA PREPARING TO KICK UP A 
NOISY ROW. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 6.—A special from 
Ottawa tothe #mpire, the Government organ, 
says: 

“There was considerable chuckling here at 
the news from Victoria of the safe arrival there 
of the sealer Black Diamond, although there is 
naturally much resentment still existent at the 
outrageous conduct of Capt. Shepard in forci- 
bly boarding the vessel and breaking open the 
ship’s lockers. Capt. Shepard’s action and that 
of his Government affords a very remarkable 
contrast to the treatment extended to United 
States fishing vessels that have been seized or 
detained for transgressions of the Canadian 
fishery laws on the Atlantic. 

‘Take as an instance the case of the scheoner 
Mattie Winship, seized off Sydney in June last. 
That vessel was released on a bond for $3,000, 
and subsequently the Canadian Government in- 
timated its willingness to give up the vessel on 
the payment of $2,060 and the expenses, while 
in the case of the Canadian vessels seized in 
Behring Seain 1887 a number of them have 
been allowed to go to decay, and in other cases 
when it was proposed to bond them the amount 
of security demanded was so far in excess of 
their actual value that their owners refused to 
have anything todo with them. With regard to 
others, itis learned that up to the present 1t has 
been impossible to secure a revaluation of the 
seized vessels. 

“Apart altogether from the recent seizure, 
the conduct of Capt. Shepard must of necessity 
engage the most serious attention of the home 
Government. In this case a vessel having a 
Rritish register and fiying the British flag is 
boarded on the high seas and forcibly searched. 
Under these circumstances it is surely due to 
British vessels pursuing a legitimate calling 
that the Imperial Government should without 
further procrastination take prompt and de- 
cisive Measures to protect its commerce beyond 
the territorial waters of the United States or 
any other country.’’ 

Collector Hamlisy telegraphed the Minister of 
Customs later that the Black Diamond’s papers 
—oclearance, coasting license, and certificate of 
registry—as well as her salted skins, were takon 
from her. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug, 6.—The Hon. Macken- 
zie Bowell, Minister of Customs, has received a 
full report from Victoria regarding the escape 
of the Black Diamond. The report will in due 
course be submitted to the Cabinet. 

The Minister of Customs states that the own- 
ers of the Black Diamond have not asked for 
protection, and that the matter will not come 
before the Cabinet until a full report is received 
by mail. 

The Minister of Customs has received no in- 
telligence or report concerning the seizure and 
subsequent liberation of the American schooner 
Vicette off the coast of Nova Scotia. 





MRS. FLACK IN THE OITY. 

NEwsbourG, N. Y., Aug. 6.—Mrs. Flack and 
“Tiny” Brown are both outof town, and the 
Flack divorce case will hereafter be fought out 
in the metropolis. Brown left early this morn- 
ing, taking all his effects with him. Will Flack 
went to Orange Lake at au early hour this 
raorning ona fishingexcursion, and while he was 
there Mrs, Flack left tor New-York, accompanied 
to the station by her friend, Mr. Debennam. 
The train taken by Mrs. Flack was the Saratoga 
express, due at the Grand Central at 9:20. It 
is understood that she has retained one of the 
most noted criminal lawyers in New-York to 
prosecute her case in reopening the decree, 
Tbat she will carry it to a finish there can be no 
doubt, a3 friends of Mrs. Flack have visited her 
within a day or two at the hotel, and she fully 
promised them to do so. More than that, it was 


these same friends who had her authority to 
retain counsel. 





DECLINED TU PAY A OITY’S CAEOK, 

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug. 6.—The Union Na- 
tional Bank, for many years past the sole de- 
pository of city funds, refused this morning to 
eash a City Council check for $120,000, being 
the annual appropriation for the Street and 
Sewer Department. The check was properly 


drawn, countersigned and indorsed, and the 
funds are in bank to meetit. The bank declines 
toghonor the check until after the matter has 
been laid again before the City Council. The 
trouble 1s that thé Street and Sewer Depart- 
ment proposes to remove the fund to another 
depository. The warrant for this removai of 
the money is based on what is known as the 
“G-street rider’ which was gotten through 
surreptitiously, though there is much doubt 
whether it was legally acted on in both houses 
in the closing hours of the last Legislature, and 
which has since been a subject of ofiicial in- 
vestigation and acrimonious discussion, 





NEW-YORK’S HOP CROP DAMAGED. 

Utica, N. Y., Aug. 6.—A reporter yesterday 
visited between 600 and 700 acres of hops in 
this county ahd reports that the crop is ma- 
terially damaged by blight. The Humphrey, 
which is an early variety, is found to be of full 
yield, but in many cases the late varieties will 
not pay for picking. In a whole day’s travel 
through the heart of the hop country of New- 
York State not a single yard of a late variety 
was found in which the blight had not worked 
serious havoc. acta. 

A TORNADO IN KANSAS CITY. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 6.—At 10 o’clock this 
morning a small tornado passed over this city 
from northwest to southeast, tearing down 
chimneys and outbuildings, but doing little 
Gamage inthe city. As it went on it appeared 
to wather force aud inerease in size, I[t was 
foliowed by a heavy electrical storm of rain, 
which fell in torrents for about half.an hour, 
deluging the streets and stopping traffic. 





AN UNCOMMON CRAFT.

SULLIVAN IN MISSISSIPPI. 


HE IS RELEASED ON BAIL 
TUESDAY NEXT. 


NEw ORLEANS, Aug. 6.--The Sullivan party 
left Meridian, Miss., at 4 o’clock this morning 
by the south-bound cannonball train for Pur- 
vis. The train arrived at 8 o’clock. Gov. 
Lowry, who had come as far as Meridian, re- 
turned to Jackson, doubtless having been re- 
called by the trouble in Bolivar County, Miss. 

Attorney General Miller, who was ordered by 
the Governor to proceed to Purvis to prosecute 
Sullivan, was on the train, and breakfasted 
with the party at the Purvis Hotel. 
was inasound sleep when the train passed 
Richburg, the scene of the memorable fistie 
battle, and was only aroused near Purvis, The 
party consisted of Attorney General Miller, 
District Attorney Neville, 8. 8. Calhoun, Thomas 
Ford, Deputy Sheriff Chiles, Detective Thomas 
J. Adams, Matt Clune, John Duffy, D. P. Porter, 
Assistant Secretary of State, anda few news- 
paper men. 

Sullivan, Renaud, and Chiles strolled out to- 
ward the station, but about fifty yards there- 
trom Sheriff Cowart was wet and Chiles for- 
mally turned over his prisoner to bim, assuring 
Sullivan that he would be well treated. Justice 
of the Peace Carter, before whom the case was 
to be tried, did not arrive until 9:50 o’clock. 
Meantime the lawyers were in consultation enr- 
deavoring to bring about some terms of agree- 
ment. The defense asked for an immediate 
trial before the Justice of the Peace, to which 
the State would not agree. The latter urged 
that they woulda require time to summon wit- 
nesses. They, however, agreed to admit Sulli- 
van to bail in the sum of $2,000 for appearance 
before Judge Terrell of the Circuit Court on 
Tuesday next. 

This was finally concurred in by the defense 
aud the bonds were prepared. The boud was 
signed by J. W. Holleman of Purvis and John 
Dutty of New-Orieans in the sum of $2,600 
each. The bond was taken before Justice of 
the Peace W. W. Carter. 

The result was not exactly satisfactory to 
Sullivan’s friends, who hada been in close con- 
sultation all the forenoon, but they had to make 
the best of it and accepted the decision of the 
lawyers. The lawyers, Deputy Sheriff Chilee, 
and Assistant Secretary of State Porter, then 
lett by the 10:30 train for Meridian, while Sul- 
livan, Renaud, Duffy, Adams, and others waiter 
for the train for New-Orleans, where they will 
arrive at 6:30 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

After the north-bound train left, on the in- 
vitation of Charles Rich of Richburg the Sul- 
livan party took backs for the scene of battle, 
Matt Clune and Officer Adams of New-York 
signified their intention of boarding the north- 
bound cannonball train for New-York via Cin- 
cinnati. Rich, whois a powerin the county, 
prowises to flag the train at Richburg. 

The feeling throughoutthe country is in favor 
of Sullivan, but ali appear to favor the fining of 
the champion but not his imprisonment. I[t is 
believed here that Sullivan wili not suffer im- 
prisonment. Shorift Chiles states that the 
pugilist will receive but the minimum of im- 
prisonment, ten days in jail and afine. Sulli- 
van will remain in Pass Christian until his casa 
comés up before the Circuit Courton Tuesday 
next.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 6.—Yesterday’s elec- 
tion proved a surprise and a Waterloofor the 
Republicans. It was confidently believed that 
the vote would prove a ciose one. The contrary 
has been the case. Up to 12:30 last night tifty- 
two counties had been heard from, and they

35,000, Colson’s own county, Bell, gave him 
450 majority, a decrease of 45 votes from tiie 
majority of Bradievy.

Sharp, 
Democrat, vt Lexington, and D. G. Colsen, Re- 
publican, of Bell County. 

The latest returns to-day indicate that Sharp 
is re-elected by between 30,000 and 40,000 
majority.

West Chester Village, in the County of West- 
chester, have an election for School Trustees,

' aboutit. The village was settled originally by 
people the vast majority of whom were 
anti-Roman Catholics, but many years ago 
the Roman Catholics established a Pro- 
tectory in the village and it has grown anda ex- 
tended its influence over the village, bringing 
the Irish—who are mostly Roman Catholics—in 
large numbers to settle near it, until now, as 
for three or four years past, they tar outnum- 
ber the Protestants, and, therefore, are able to 
have their own way with all local elections, 

Thoir own way, to be consistent with the 
ebullitions of the church authorities would 
seem to be to let the ‘* godless” schools—in 
which the Bibla~even a Protestant Bible—is 
not read, severely aione. But, although the 
parochial school has the preference 
wherever the friends of the ‘godless’ 
public school are strong enough to manage it 
without the assistance of its avowed ene- 
mies, a different principle seems to apply 
in districts where there is a Protectory to take 
the curse of godlessness off from it, and there 
they are kind enough to relieve the natural 
protectors and supporters of the system from 
any. care or responsibility in the management 
ofthe school. This at least is about the way 
the matter stands in the village of West Chester 
with respect to District School No. 1 

Last year the Protectory forces carried the 
election. Robust strangers surrounded the 
polls early in the election and roughly shoul- 
dered and effectually terrorized the respectable 
and orderly citizens who came to vote, keeping 
up a bolsy disturbance the while that frigbt- 
ened many another one away. When 
the votes came to be counted they were 
found to include 229 for the Protectory candi- 
dates and 116 for the Citizens’ ticket. Michael 
E. Devlin, an educated man, and said to be @ 
fair teacher, who is himself a devoted Roman 
Catholic, had been the Principai of the school; 
but the retiring board had turned him out 
and put Irving Washburn, who, as his name 
indicates, 1s an American, and has the 
name of a good teacher, in his place. No sooner 
had Devlin’s supporters in the Protectory 
crowd got their new Trustees installed than, 
having now a majority of the board, they pro- 
ceeded to decapitate Mr. Washburn and restore 
Mr. Devlin. Out of this grew some litigation, 
which is still pending. 

The same disorderly scenes were enacted 
again at last night’s election. Principal Devlin 
Was there in person to conduct his forces in 
the impending contest, assisted by Brother 
Leontine of the Protectory and six other priests 
who belong to the same institution. Long before 
the polis opened the polling place—a large 
room in the basemeut of the school building, 
was thronged by three or four hundred brawny, 
nuisy henchmen of the Protectory clique, by 
their rough conduct keeping the friends of the 
anti-Devlin crowd at a distance from tne polls 
that would prevent them from voting. 

William Walsh, the Superintendent of St. Ray- 
mond’s Reman Catholic Cemetery, was Chair- 
man of the Election Board; Thomas O’Neil and 
Cnaries J. Sneai, Catholics, were the other in- 
spectors, and George J. Dunnigan, who is em- 
ployed in the Protectory, was clerk. Principal 
Deviin touk a position at one side of the polls and 
bandied words with Henry C. Mapes, the chal- 
lenger for the Citizens’ ticket. He also scru- 
tinized closely all citizens who offered to vote 
and indulged in occasional ejaculation# that 
kept the crowd in good humor with itself. 

Such disturbance as occurred was aroused by 
the tormenting remarks of Principal Devlin to 
Mr. Mapes and others of his opponents; for, con- 
fident in the strength of his supporters, 
be was evidentiy anxious to involve 
Lis opponents in. quarrels and strife 
with the larger Protectory crowd. 
Still, there were no affrays, and ina little less 
than ap hour a large number of clearly illegal 
voters saw their ballots deposited im the box. 
Brother Leontine became Thomzs Golden for 
Voting purposes, and although his vote was 
challenged it was received, for he made the 
Statutory declaration. 

A very long time was consumed in counting 
the votes, which were asfoilows: For Trustees, 
Protectory ticket, James Cox, 238 votes; Henry 
Belmont, 242, and Frederick R. Morris, 312; tor 
clerk, George J. Dunnigan, 240. For the candi- 
dates of the Citizens’ Association the highest vote 
received was 73, which were polled tor James 
A. Miller, Jr. Mr. Morris was the candidate of 
the Citizens’ Asscciation, and when Claiborn 
Ferris refused to run on the Protectory ticket 
its supporters throw a sop to their opponents 
by putting Mr. Morris on their ticket. After 
the vote was announced, three cheers were 
given for Brother Leontine, Principal Devlin, 
and Chairman Walsh. Then the annual appro- 
priation, amounting to $8,745 74, was voted, 
and the fight, which was @ very one-sided affair 
from the beginning, was over for another year.

They would not allow George A, 
Brandreth to make any rewarks in nominating 
Mr. Many, and whenever Mr. Many’s name 
was mentioned they would hiss 1t down and 
commence a series of catcalls, which atone 
time threatened to break up the meeting with 
ariot. Thelr actions were simply disgraceful. 
After the nominations had finally been made 
and the reception of the ballots was in order, 
Mr. Feeny’s horde of supporters made a rush 
tor the piatform where the teliers were sta- 
tioned with an evident intention to choke off 
the friends of Many from depositing their bal- 
lots. Time after time they were dispersed by 
the police, several officers having their hands 
fullin pushing them back. Mr. Many’s friends, 
however, were cool and orderly and waited for 
the Feeny supporters to do all the voting they 
wished and then did theirs. 

As was to be expectedin sucha rabble, there 
were many attempts at illegal voting, but the 
tellers kuew all of the people, and not more 
than fifty of the attempts at. this business were 
successful. 

The result was the casting of 375 votes, of 
which Joshua G. Many received 195, Bernard 
Cc. Feeny 177, and Isaac R. Lounsberry, who 
had been nominated by the Catholies to split up 
Many’s vote, 3. Mr. Many’s plurality was 18, 
the announcement of which was received with 
applause by his friends and howls of dismay by 
Feeny’s supporters, who had been routed. The 
vote for clerk was as follows: Owen J. Me- 
Cabe, 95; Henry J. Barrett, 78; McCabe's ma- 
jority, 17.

With the exception 
of the jailer at the station the only 
people who have seen him since he 
was taken to the station Monday 
night are Mayor Cregier, State Attorney Longe- 
nevker, and Chief Hubbard. The Mayor and 
Chief had an interview with him during the 
morning and State Attorney Longenecker was 
conducted to his cell by Chief Hubbard during 
the afternoon. 

A coufession is expected from Burke. 
ing upon this subject to-day, State Attorney 
Longenecker said: *‘‘ Burke does not appear to 
be a man of vieious disposition.

GALL SIGNS THE TREATY 


SO DO THE BLACKFEET AND 
THE YANKTONIANS. 
SITTING BULL’S BAND GRUNT DISAP- 
PROVAL—A STAMPEDE WORSE THAN 
THAT TO OKLAHOMA PREDICTED. 


STANDING ROCK AGENCY, Dakota, Aug. 6.—The 
requisite number of signatures for the opening 
of the great Sivux Reservation has finally been 
secured. The sensation of the day was the sigr- 
ing by Chief Gall. Gail made no speech, as was 
expected, but with his faithful followers around 
him and in the presence of thoes whoin for 
years he had influenced against giving up the 
lands, be marched silently to the roll, touched 
the pen, and amid the applause of the friendly 
Indians and the disapproving grunts of the Sit- 
ting Bull band it was announced that. Gall had 
signed. 

This settled it. The Blackfeet and Upper and 
Lower Yanktonians followed Gali and signed 
with a rapidity and eagerness that proved the 
wonderful influence of this powerful chief. Now 
11,000,000 acres of land to which the whites 
have been looking longingly for years are theirs. 
The Commissioners are rejoiced over their suc- 
cess. 

Hundreds of settlers have been camped on 
the eastern bank of the Missouri during the last 
two months, awaiting the success of the ¢com- 
mission, and although for several weeks they 
were despondent, they are now jubilant and are 
receiving telegrams from friends all over the 


country giving notice of probable reinforce- 
ments. Itis predicted that the rush to the 
reservation will be greater than the Oklahoma 
stampede, us the land is of much better quality 
and the prospects for prosperity better. 

Gen, Crook said the Commuussioners hope te 
close their reports within a few weeks and 
place everything in readiness for rertimal open- 
ing of the reservation. There is sume fear that 
a premature rush of whites to the iands will 
cause much trouble between the Indians and 
the settlers, as there will be for seme time 
many points of dispute as te boundary liaes 
and survey. Sitting Bull, although in the rol- 
nority. has a sufficient number of followers ta 
make a vast amount of trouble, and will require 
close Watching until they resign themselves to 
the order of things. 

Gall was sought out by a correspondent “I 
have given my consent,” said he; * my Indians 
have signed because I told them to after learn- 
ing the Government cvuléc take our !ands for 
notaing if it wanted to. The whites have now 
got our lands, and I hope they will be satisfied 
aod let us live in peace in the future.” 

John Grass said he had been holding out for 
better terms, but when he found the Indiaus at 
the lower agency were signing he thought it 
best todoso. ‘ We hope,” he aaded, “ toraceive 
such help from the Government and the white 
peuple as to help us to become like them, to be- 
come Civilized. There isone big log in ourcamp, 
though, and thatis Sitting Bull. He is utteriy 
worthless to us and keeps us back more thau he 
helps us. Heis of no consequence to us, and if 
the whites think so much of him they had bet- 
ter come and get him. He never was a chief 
and is always noisy and making trouble He 
has gathered around him aband of bad men 
having no idea of civilization, and all he seems 
to want is notoriety. He has not only opposed 
the present treaty, but always has opposed civ- 
ilization and always Will be a nasty man to get 
along with.” 

**Wobat is the general idea of the Indians re- 
garding civilization—do they want it or not?’ 

“Yes; we want to becivilized and live like 
the white people. We want to earn our living 
and be as the whites; but so long as we nave: 
the disturber and his bad influence to contend 
with we cannot accomplish much.” 

**What do you think of Gov. Foster’s idea of 
having industrial schools at the agency ?’”’ 

“[tisagood one. If the Government would 
build big houses where they could teach our 
young men to make wagons, harness, shoes, and 
clothes for ourselves, and teach them the white 
people’s langzuages besides, it would be good, 
and we would lhkeit. I hope they will do this. 
It would help us along and give our young men 
employment, Instead of leaving them to loaf 
around their camps making mischief.” 

Sitting Bull, when askea what he believed 
the effect of opening the reservation on the 
Indians would be, exclaimed: **Don’t talk to 
me about Indians; there are no Indians left ex- 
cept those in my band. They are all dead, and 
those still wearing the clothes of warriors are 
only squaws. Iam sorry for my followars, who 
have been defeated and theltiland tagen from 
them.” 

It is learned that the Indiafis havo all along 
doubted whether the Government bad the power 
to take their lands without paying them what 
they asked, and not until John Grass hecame 
satistied-of this point by consultation with 
lawyersin Bismarck did he consent to accept 
the treaty. 





WORSTED MILLS ATTACHED, 

OswEGoO, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The property of the 
Riverside and Oswego Mills Company, owning 
extensive worsted mills at Oswego Falls, was 
this morning seized by the Sheriff on an attach- 
ment for $412,000 in an action brought by 
Juilliard, McKenzie & Quimby, dry goods and 
commission merchants of New-York. 

The defendant is a foreign corporation doing 
business at Providence, R. I, with a capital 
stock of about $1,000,000, and the action is to 
secure the payment of money loaned. The 
mills at Oswego Falls employ about one theu- 
sand hands, with a pay rollotabout $22,000 per 
month. 

The defendant also owns extensive property 
at Providence. The action will probably cause 
@ temporary suspension, but an early adjust- 
ment of the troubie is looked for. The miilsare 
the principal industry of the village E. P. 
Chapin of Providence is the President of the 
company.

THE TWO NEW CHAMPIONS 


PROTEGIION AND LOS ANGE- 
LES WIN THE TITLES 
AN: OLD-FASHIONED CROWD AND A GOOD 
DAY’s RACING AT THE MONMOUTH 

PARK TRACK. 


Champion day brought abig crowd to Mon- 
mouth Park yesterday, which packed all parts 
of the grand stand, the clubhouse and its stand, 
and the betting ring until it was rather uncom- 
fortable. It was more uncomfortable after the 
two big races were decided, for the favorites in 
the Junior Champion failed to get even a place, 
while Firenzi, the overwhelming favorite for 
the Senior Champion honors, finished last in a 
field of three. Such results tended to dishearten 
the crow¢, and all the good money they had 
carried down to the track to earn large and 
rapid dividends with remained in the atrong 
boxes of the bookmakers. Bess in the opening 
race of the day was whe only favorite that won, 
& fact which rejoiced the bookmakers, though 
it made sad the hearts of thousands of men and 
women who plunged on Cayuga, Firenzi, May 
O., Insight, and Freedom only to see good 
money follow bad into the pockets of the book- 
makers. ‘ 


The feature of the day was of course the race 
forthe Junior Champion Stakes, the result of 
which made R. E. Campbell, commonly knowr 
as “ Bob,” some $30,000 better off than he was 
in the morning. Campbell is a colored man of 
about thirty, who paid $350 for Protection at 
the Swigert sale of yearlings a year ago this 
Spring. He is now acting as trainer for 
“Lucky” Baldwin, the San Francisco millionaire, 
having served him as second trainer under both 
Albert Cooper and W. R. Thomas in previous 


years. Campbell had shrewdly secured the 
services of * Pike” Barnes to ride his colt, and 
Barnes won tie race this year just as he won it 
last year with Proctor Knott. The colt isa 
ratber good-looking bay, but in his preliminary 
work did not impress people as being anything 
remarkable. Yet when Barnes called on him 
he showed a fine bit of speed. and a good, 
easy action that stamps him as better than 
people have given him credit for being. Last 
week the Dwyers wanted to buy him. Camp- 
bell put his pricé at $15,000, but they refused 
to give more than $8,000, It was a lucky thing 
tor Campbell that he did not sell him, for he is 
eligible to the Coney Island Futurity Stakes, 
though his owner neglected to enter him for 
the Great Kclipse Stakes of the New-York 
Jockey Club, which will be about ag valuable as 
the Junior Champion. His only other victory 
this year was the winning of the Flash Stakes 
at Saratoga, ata half mile, beating only a com- 
mon lot. His best race was for the Kenwood 
Stakes at Washington Park, Chicago, when he 
was beaten only a head by El Rio Rey, the 
crack two-year-old of the West, and beat Penn 
P.a length. Protection is by Prince Charlie, 
the imported English stallion out of Manola by 
Gienelg, breeding that should make him train 
on and become one of the vest of the three-year- 
olas of next year. 

The Junior Champion was rather a scramble 
than a race, tweive youngsters starting for the 
rich prize, the Morris Stable being represented 
by Cayuga and Stariight, Mr. belmont by 
Chesapeake and Clarendon, and Congressinan 
Scott by Leighton and Banquet. Mr. Withers 
pinned his faith to the Eccola colt, Sen&tor 
Hearst jad Ballaret as his representative, the 
other starters Deing the winner, Protection, and 
Rancocas and Avondale. ‘Tho iot caused con- 
siderable trouble at the post, and after Mr. 
Caidwell had tailed to send the lot away on 
what appeared to be an excellent start he got 
down on the track and hustled them away to a 
rather straggling start, Leighton, Rancocas, 
and Bangnet having the worst of it by 
a trifle, and Devotees, Ballarat, Protection, and 
the Eccola colt getting away in the first divis- 
ion. Chesapeake, who was fifth away, In com- 
pany with Cayuxa and Avondale, neared up to 
the leaders in the first eighth of a mile and was 
in front, with Ballarat at his saddlegirths and 
Protection a haif length away, at the end of the 
first quarter, Devotee being then fourth and 
Oayuga tenth. The only changes of note in 
making the turn by the railroad tracks were 
that Clarendon and Banquet moved up on the 
leaders, while Cayuga was getting out of a 

ket and up into the vicinity of the leaders. 
Joevolee and the Ecevia colt fell back and out 
of the race, the former having apparently been 
pocketed and the latter quitting. 

Once in the straight, Ballarat quit and Chesa- 
peake Was Lustied on az if be was a sure win- 
ner. But in tura Protection, Banquet, and 
linally Cayuga, set sali for him. Protection was 
the only one who could catch him, however, 
and Barnes, preferring to take no risk in a race 
of 80 great &@ Value, sent the colt on and won 
the race very handily by three lengths from 
Chesapeake, who in turn beat Baoquet a length 
for the piace, Cayuga a length further away. 
Then in the order mentioned Came Avondale, 
Starlight, Kancocasa, Ballarat, Devotee, Leigh- 
ton, the Eccola colt, and Clarendon; tbe latter 
eased up at the five-furiong post when Garrison 
paw he had no chance to win. 


Then came the trial of the veteran cam- 
paigners tor the Champion Stakes, Firenzi, Los 
Angeles, and Eurus being the starters and 


fancied in the betting in the order named, 
Firenzi, who looked a bit too big and as if short 
of work, was never in the hunt, running last all 
of the way, and never showing the faintest 
trace of her old-time speed and sprinting 
powers. The story of the race is an exceedingly 
brief one. Eurus led all the way up totheendofa 
mwnlle and three-eighths of the run, with Los An- 
geies at bis flapk. lo the stretch barnes called on 
oa Angeles, and she went on and won by two 
eiuigths without the least trouble from Eurus, 
who beat Firenzi about fifteen lengths for the 
place, the latter being eased up at the finish. 


Bess and Fitzroy made a runaway race be- 
tween them of the opening race of the day, and 
had it hot and heavy all the way through from 


start to finish. Bess was about a length behind 
Fitzroy until the last sixteenth of the distance 
was reached, when Anderson, who had beld a 
bit of Bess’s speed in reserve, let her loose and 
she went on and snatched the race out of the 
fire, beating Fitzroy a half length. Some twenty- 
five lengths away came Endurer, the quiet 
“tip,” who was eased up when Taylor tound 
that it would be impossible to catch the leaders, 
Niagara, who wes heavily backed, got away 
badly and was never tn the race any more than 
was Victrix, a maiden filly who ran in the 
Ewpire stabie’s colors, and who was the only 
other starter. 


After the two champion races came a selling 
race at amile, with five starters and the Western 
filly May O. was the favorite in the betting, and 


Brynwood, in spite of his recent failure to run 
on a heavy track, the second choice, principally 
because Hamilton was to ride, ard people 
thought he would get more running out of the 
old brute than was done when Culien made 
such an exhibition with him.

cradie of the noble Awas, you are demon- 
strauing to the world the vigorous char- 
acteristics of the race, 1 have been much 
impressed with all saw in America, 
and hope to be able tuo inform his Majesty 
the Skah of your wonderful progress. Ii the 
political necessities of Persia require it, I shatl 
be happy to return to your country, altbough | 
felt annvyance at the comments of some of your 
newspapers. Believe me, ihe, that it was pot 
sv much ter myself as for my country’s hover 
and tor his Majesty, Whom We regard as our 
father; could [ see him treated with levity 
without protest? I trust, however, tuat in the 
future editors will suppress untrue and foolish 
stories such as have already appeared, and that 
Persian Ministers may not have Cause for com- 
plaint of indelicate personalities to themsolves 
or to his Majesty une Sbah.’’ 


ASKING CHANGES IN PENSION LAWS. 


Encampment No. 38, Union Veteran Legion, 
yesterday ordered printed a circular protesting 
against the red-tape feature of the present pen- 
sionlaw.

soldier who lost his life from injuries received 
during the rebellion may be entitled to an ade- 
quale pension on presentation simply of proof 
of the death of an honorably-discharged volun- 
teer, and ef proof that the petitioner js the 
widow or child of such deceased soldier. Such 
a law, the circular yoes on, Would render Claim- 
agent intervention unnecessary, and would 
serve to materially reduce the number of men 
employed by the Pension Office. 

An appeal is made to the public generally 
to aid the amendment of the law, and, in the 
meantime, to establish funds for tbe relief of 
indigent widows avd children of Union sol- 
diers, and for soldiers themselves Who are not 
cared for by the Government.

SAVED BY AN INJUNCTION 


OWNER MORRIS’S FENOL JUS? 
ESOAPHS DESTRUOTION. 
PARK EMPLOYES HAD DESCENDED UPON 
IT, WHEN PAPERS WERE SERVED— 

WHAT MR. HUTCHINS SAYS. 


The fence which John A. Morris built upon 
the Bronx and Pelham Parkway had a narrow 
escape from a fall yesterday, and but for some 
speedy work on the part of Lawyer Charles E. 
Coddington, small boys would have been trying 
foot races on the three-quarters of a milo 
straightaway track by nighttime. The first 
aggressive step on the part of the Park Com- 
missioners against the fence was taken yester- 
day. 

As has been explained by THE TIMES, Mr. 
Morris overlapped his own lines and invaded 
the parkway about two hundred teet in order to 
provide a suitable starting point for three- 
quarter-mile straightaway races on the New- 
York Jockey Ciub’s new track. The course was 
prepared with great care for the opening meet- 
ing on Aug. 20. After the meeting of the Board 
of Park Commissioners on Moaday Com- 
missioner Robb’s resolutions instructing the 


Superintendent to remove any obstructions he 
might tind in the parkway were shown to Super- 
inteundent Parsons. He was also told that he 
Was expected to actin the matter, and at once. 
So he hunted up asurveyor and examined a 
Iuap, and yesterday sent aygang of men upto 
the parkway to tear down the fence, 

News of their intention, however, traveled 
faster and became Known to Mr. Morris’s attor- 
ney, C. E. Coddington, and alse to Spokesman 
HenGerson, who talked to the Park Board on 
Monday in justification of the liberal manner in 
which Mr. Morris had helped himself to the 
slice of city property. The jockey ciub people 
had been preparing for a raid, and soon lad an 
injunction signed restraining the Park Commis- 
sioners’ men from touebing the fenee till argu- 
ment had been made as to the right of a perma- 
nent injunction in the matter. Mr. Coddington 
inet the gang of park employes with a smile 
and flaunted the paper iu their faces. Of 
course, they could do nothing, and nodamage to 
the fence was accomplished, Lhe men turned 
away, and the lawyers will now take a turn at 
the matter. 

‘The injunction will be argued to-morrow. 
was issued by Justice Mulls, and the nearing 
will probably be in Furdham. The application 
for the injunction 1s based upon the claim that 
the fence Was bDulit within lines Which Mr, Mor- 
ris had acquired title to. The claim 1s made 
also that che fence does not do any harm now 
and could remain wiihout injury tili all the 
legal questions were settled and proper surveys 
taade, or—as read between the lines—till after 
the race meeting is over. 

Superintendent Parsons, after sceing his men 
started on their raid upon the fence, and betore 
the injunction was served, came back to the 
headquarters of the Park Department, 
which he reached at 2:30 o’clock. There he 
made a report to Commissioner Hutchins, 
That gentleman received the Superintena- 
ent’s report without comment, and subsequent- 
ly spoke of it as though it entitled himself to 
xreut credit. He said that as svon as THE 
TIMES made the clarges in regard to the extend- 
ed fence and track he calied tur a m*«p of the 
parkway. To bis surprise, the department had 
uo iwap. Wishing to inforim himscif about the 
park way lipe-, be ordered a map to be prepared. 
‘Lhe engineers and drauughtsmen detailed to this 
duty worked ali the week and even on Sunday 
in order to get the map ready for Monday’s 
meeting of the Commissioners. Mr. Hutehins’s 
legal mind was tien for the first time satisiied 
that the race-course fence encroached upon the 
parkway. 

Up to this time, he said, there were never any 
lines that he knew,or. The commussiun to select 
and locate lands tor public parks, of which he 
Wus a Member, had simply deciued, in regard to 
the parkway, that it should connect Broux and 
Pelham Bay Parks aud should be 400 feet wide. 
In their conferences, however, the Commissiun- 
era had vever arrived at the lines more detinite- 
iy than by drawing their thutab nails acrossa 
map of that section. 

Mr. Hutchinus’s autograph in fae simile is ap- 
pended to the report of this original commis- 
sion, According to that report the parkway 
was well defined, not oniy by description, but 
by a#map, in which the lines were piaiuly marked, 
The map Was altesied by the Commissioners as 
correct anu was attached to the report in order 
te atlurd exacteniigatenment to the Legislature, 
whose favorable action was al that time solic- 
ited. As part of the report also the Commis- 
siouers sent to the Legislature a description, by 
Civil Engineer James VC. Lane, of the lauds the 
city wished toacquire. Io this deseription the 
parkway Wus minutely described. 

Mr. Hutechins’s recollection of the commis- 
sion’s thumb-nail surveys bas perhaps crowded 
these matters of official record out o: bis mind, 
But, according to 18 piea, De dues not seem to 
have been aware that when the Genera! Term 
of the Supreme Court contirmed ths report of 
the New Parks Commission last December the 
court must have known precisely what lands 
were meant; that all the lands involved were 
detined by exact maps, and that fur nearly nine 
months past a complete and duly attested map 
has been on file at the Regiater’s office, and 
that the Controller has made all payments of 
awards with the aid of a certified copy of this 
map, which is kept in his office.

the lines or encroachmeats upon which he 
could act officially. : 

The surveyors who were ordered by the Com- 
missioners to inspect the race course and ascer- 
tain the exact extent of the encroachment 
looked over the ground and began their work 
yesterday. ‘They wiil probably finish it to-day, 
having started a line way down In the Bronx 
Woods. Meanwhile the work of getting ready 
for the opening meeting 18 being rapidly 
pushed. The track is in good condition now. 
Great piles of benches are heaped upin the 
grand stand while the sodding in the broad area 
in frontis completed. The railroad spur from 
Vap Nest Station is ready for use. 

Atthe track the men engaged in its prepara- 
tion declared that Mr. Morris did not need ihe 
200 feet that he had encroached upon, but 
could use some of his own ground to piece out 
the three-quarter-of-a-mile streteh or extend 
the finish end. Itis apparent at a glanee, how- 
ever, that this would throw the finish too far 
below the grand stand.

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IN THH PHERKSKILL OAMP. 


THE MEMBERS OF THE TWELFTH OB- 
JHOT TO OUTSIDE DAILY CRITIOISM. 


PEEKSKILL, Aug. 6.—When Gen. Porter ar- 
Tives in camp to-morrow he will be called upon 
to decide a question that has never been pre- 
sented to him before. It has been tne custom 
in camp for general headquarters officers to 
pass judgment and criticism upon regiments 
stationed here, particularly in the ceremonies 
of guard mounting, dress parade, inspection, 
battalion and company drill. Capt. Thurston, 
detailed as Instructor of Guard Mounting, 
makes a@ daily report to Gen. Porter on the 
work in his department, Col. Phisterer and 
Lieut. Hamilton of the reguiars look after 
dress parade, battalion and company drills, 
and Col. McGrath, Assistant Inspector Gen- 
eral, looks after the police condition of the 
camp. Yesterday Col. Barber visited Col. Phis- 
terer, Post Adjutant, and expressed himself as 
opposed to these daily criticisms, on the ground 
that this was merely a camp of instruction and 
that the officers of the regiment were perfectly 
competent to attend toits wants. He particu- 
larly objected to criticisms that were antag- 
Onistic to tactics. 

One of the criticisms dwelt upon the errors 
of the Adjutant at guard mounting, after he 
brings the commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers to the front centre. The tuctics and 
regulations ars silent upon the point, but Col. 
Phisterer’s compilation, which has been ac- 
cepted by the National Guard, lays down the 
law. Adjt. Jesup’s attention was called to the 
matter on Sunday. Yesterday and to-day he 
followed Sunday’s practice. One of the criti- 
cisms made to-day dwells upon the error of 
companies in skirmish drill. The criticism lays 
down the law that the guide of aline of skir- 
mishers is centre, but tactics say that ‘‘ while 
the guide of aline of skirmishers is habitually 
centre, the Captain may announce it either on 
the right or left.” The regiment stands by its 
Colonel. It takes the position that he knows is 
much about the tactics as amy one In camp, and 
where an omission in tactics oecurs he is com- 
petent to fill 1t, even if he was not sapported by 
custom. Col. Barber, with soldierly judgment, 
declined to discuss the matter when it was 
brought to his attention this evening by THE 
TIMEs’S Correspondent, nor would he even 
ailmit or deny that there was any friction be- 
tween genera! and regimental headquarters. 

Capt. Greer’s battery gang received unex- 
pected reinforcements to-day. The bad weather 
of last week threw the work back considerably 
and Capt. Greer was perplexed how to finish the 
fort before the camp brokeup. At noon, how- 
ever, his heart was gladdened by the appear- 
ance of five prisoners, who were put to work 
grading the roadin frontof the fort. ‘woot 
the prisoners belonged to the Forty-third Sepa- 
rate Company of QOlean, the remainder to Capt. 
Barnard’s command of the Twelfth. They were 
all guilty of disobedience of orders, and, as they 
had been having a good time of itin the guard 
tent, Capt. Thurston concluded it was ebout 
time to enforce the regulations, So the young 
men were supplied with shovels and pick- 
axes and put to work on the road 
with a guard over’ them. Accordingly 
aS their excavations progressed the dirt was 
shoveled into wheeltbarrows and transferred by 
Capt. Greer’s laborers: to the parapet over the 
magazine. The prisoners worked iike Trujans, 
and by 5 o’clock, when labor for the day ceased, 
the parapet was Dearly tinished. In fact so 
much progress was ade on tue fort that Capt. 
Greer is coufident of placing one of the ten-inch 
Rodman guus in position by Thursday. He re- 
ceived assistance from another source also. 
Col. MeGrath, Capt. Thurston, aud Capt. Thyng 
of the Forty-third Separate Company volun- 
teered their services, and it was a sight for the 
National Guard to see these veterans in 
shouider straps slinging shovels and gravel 
under the direction of Capt. Greer. 

While at supper Capt. Greer received intelli- 
gence which ipsured @ night of contentment. 
Thirty-eight men of the Twelfth slipped over 
the bluff northeast of the camp about 3 o’clock 
this afternvon and cautiously proceeded to 
Amesville Creek. They Were in the midst of 
their natatorial enjoyment when the outpost 
under command of Lieut. Lucey of the Thirty- 
tifth Separate Company of Ogdensburg, (one of 
the best compani¢s in camp, by the way,) ap- 
peared and quietly eonfiscated their clotuing. 
The surprise could not have been greater, the 
capture could not have been more complete. 
Nou a man of them escaped. They meekiy came 
ashore, dressed, and were marched to camp by 
their captors, singing like Peter stuyvesant’s 
suldiers, ‘*We have been there many a time.” 
Their arrival in camp produced iutense excite- 
ment, and the guard tents where the unfortu- 
nates were placed became the Gentral object. 
The guards were doubied, ali the supernumer 
aries being bhopressed into service. Capt. 
Kirby, officer of the day, complimented Lieut. 
Lucey for his vigilance, and after heering state- 
ments of the ringleaders ordered that they be 
contived for the bight. in the morning they 
will be put to work on Capt. Greer’s fort, which 
explains why the modest Captain of ordnance 
was insured a night of contentment. This haul 
of prisoners is heavier than any the camp has 
seen this season, 

There will be no grand guard from the Twelfth 
this week, although Liert. Hamilton will take 
one out from Muajor Chauncey’s provisional 
battalion on Thursday. The Twelftu’s officers 
believe they Can obtain more satisfactory work 
out of the men by battalion skirmish and com- 
pany drills than by adetaii of elghty or nivety 
tor a grand guard. ‘They think that if they had 
time to take out detachments enough to include 
the entire regiment some good might be accoin- 
plished, but to use only a smal! perventage 
would bring no particuiar benefit to the rexi- 
ment. The parade ground at 10 o’elock this 
morning presented a picturesque appearance. 
Major Chauncey’s provisionals, in white 
leggings and helmets, occupied the main 
parade, while the Twelfth was di- 
vided into two battalions, Companies 
C, A, E, G, and I under Col. Seward, and Com- 
panies B, D, H, f&, and K under Col. Dowd. 
They were in the hot sun for two hours, but 
were willing to do it all over again when they 
finished. ‘The officers were greatly pleased with 
the conductof the men. Company B boys were 
in a state of delight to-day over the handsome 
compliment paid to their First Lieutenant, G. 
K. Harroun, Jr., Who was senior officer of the 
guard yesterday, and who was informed by 
Capt. Thurston that he was the only eftlicer who 
had recelved the new guard aud who marched 
the old guard eff properly. 

Two old field officers arrived in camp to-day 
and were enthusiastically rece:ved—Col. John 
Ward, former commandant, and Major Jack 
Riker, Who came up from New-York with a 
party of laiies. Another visitor was Col. Jonn- 
ston Livingston De Peyster, who was attached 
to Gen. Goutrey Weitzel’s statt when Richmond 
fell, and who was the first Union officer in the 
ola Confederate Capitol. Col De Peyster him- 
self took down the Confederate flag and un- 
turled in its place the Stars and Stripes. 

ALBANY, Aug. 6.—Plans have been prepared 
for the mess hall to be erected on the State 
Camp site at Peekskill by Architect Perry. It 
is to cover 78,000 square feet of space. The 
building will be in the form of the letter H. 
The mess hall proper will be 220 by GO feet, and 
will be connected with the other part by a cross 
section from the kitehen. The kitchen is to be 
52 teet square.

THE SPOKANE FALLS FIRE 


FURTHHR DETAILS Of THE 
TERRIBLE DISASTER. 
REVISED FIGURES MAKE THE LOSS 
ABOUT TEN MILLIONS—INSURANCES 

—PREPARING TO REBUILD. 


SPOKANE Farts, Washington, Aug. 6.—The 
wires are now in such condition that some- 
what fuller particulars of Sunday’s conflagra- 
tion can be given. The fire started at 6:15 
o’clock P. M. in the roof of alodging house on 
Railroad-avenue, the third door from Post- 
street. A dead calm prevailed at the time, and 
the spectators supposed that the firemen would 
speedily bring the flames under control. This 
could have been done if better precautions had 
been taken, but the Superintendent of the 
water works was not in thecity, and for some 
Treason the men in charge failed to respond to 
the call for more pressure. Tho heat created a 
*urrent of air, and in le s than half an hour the 
entire block of frame shops was enveloped in 
flames and burning shingles and other débris 


filled the air, igniting several of the adjoining 
blocks, 


At the same time the opposite block to that 
in which the fire originated, in which stood the 
Pacific Hotel, one of the handsomest structures 
in the Northwest, took fire. It was not 10 
o’clock, and by that time a high wind pre- 
vailed from the southwest and it was evident 
that the entire business portion of the city was 
in dauger. Mayor Firth ordered that buiidings 
be blown up with giant powder to check the 
spread of the fire. This order was speedily put 
into execution, and explosion added to the 
reign of terror. 

The picture was weird, grand, and awful, as 
block after block was destroyed. The sky was 
overcast with black clouds. A strong wind 
Sprang up from the northeast, fanning the 
flames furiously, while an upper current con- 
tinuea to carry the burning cindersin the op- 
posite direction. The Grand Hotel, Wasning- 
ton Block, Eagle Block, Tuli Block, New 
Granite Block, Cushing Building, Falls City 
Opera House, Hyde Bleck, and ail the banks, 
and, in tact, every house from Railroad-avenue 


north to the river, and from Liucoln-street east 
to Washington-street, with the exception of a 
few buildings in the northeast corner, were 
totally destroyed. 

Meanwhile, a sudden change in the direction 
of the wind carried the fire southward across 
Railroad-avenue and destroyea the Northern 
Pacitic passenger station and«freight depot and 
several cars. The freight depot was a splendid 
structure, and was filled to the roof with vaiua- 
ble merchandise, very little of which was saved. 

Looking upward a broad and mighty river of 
flame was sven against a jet-black sky. Occa- 
sionally two opposing currents of wind met, 
causing &@ Whiriwind of fire that seemed to 
penetrate the clouds, performing all sorts of 
fantastic gyrations. In this manner the flames 
held high carnival until about 10 o’clock, when 
Howard-street Bridge over the river went 
down. A boom of logs took fire and burned for 
hours on the crystal surface of the river. Many 
times flying piliars of fire covered the river, 
igniting the mammoth lumber and flouring 
mills that lined 1ts Danks, but by heroic efforts 
its career Was checked on the south side of the 
Sireaw. Lovking backward, however, the be- 
holder witnessed a scene of desolation that 
was fearful tocontemplate. Fragments of the 
naked wails of what were four hours before 
magnificent structures of brick and granite 
stood like zrim sentinels. Over the surface of 
the burning séa all was devasiation and ruin. 

The burned district embraces thirty bloeks 
besides the station. The oniy brick business 
houses left standing are the Crescent Block 
and the American Theatre. The schools and 
churches, the college and hospital were beyoud 
the jines of the burned district and were not 
lost. 

it is impossible at this writing to estimate 
the loss with auy degree of accuracy; but it 
will not fail short of $10,000,000, with an iu- 
surance of about one-fourth of that amount. 
The banks have obtained temporary quarters 
and several have already opeted tur business, 

The work of clearing away the débris has 
already begun aud the work of rebuilding wiil 
be also Commenced at once. Firemen are blow- 
Inbg dowh Gangerous Walls and a wilitiacom pany 
is guarding the burued district, while mounted 
police patrol the entire city. The company wiil 
be reinforced by a vompany from Walia Walla. 
The City Council has neld ameeting and dis- 
cussed @ resolution prohiviting tie erection 
of wooden, buildings in the burned district, 
anda mass meeting of citizens sustained it 
unanimously. It will be passed  to-mor- 
row. ‘lhe Council has passed a resolution re- 
voking the livensesof ali notels and restau- 
rabts, aud of dealers in provisions who advance 
their prices. Ovuly two saloons remain and they 
have been closed by order of the Mayor. The 
Council ordered the Committee on Fire, Water, 
and Sewers to investigate the cause of the ab- 
sence ofits Superintendent or Works, a3 theman 
left in charge was Incompetent. 

A hopeful feeling prevails, and although the 
destruction will retaru the progress of the city 
for a time, it is impossible that resources so 
vast and atability so well established should be 
blotted out. It will rise aguin, grander and bet- 
ter than before, and will stili claim the position 
as & comiercvial centre and the railway centre 
of Eastern Washiugton.

BISMARCK, Dakota, Aug. 6.—The svent of the 
day was the report of the Commitiee on Capi- 
tols, which seems to mest with ths approval of 
the convention. The foliowing 18 the report 
locating permanently all State institutions: 


SECTION 1.—The following public institutes of the 
State are permanently located at the places herein- 
after numed, each to have the lands specitically 
granted to it by the United States in the act of 
Coagress approved Feb, 22, 1889, to be disposed of 
and used in such manner as the Legislative Assem- 
bly may prescribe. 

First—The seat of government at the city of 
Bismarck in the county of Burleigh. 

Second—the State University and the School of 
Mines at the city of Grand Forks, in the county o 
Grand Forks. 

Third—The Agricultural College at the city ¢ 
Fargo, in the county of Cass- 

Fourth—A State normal school at the city of Val 
ley City, in the county of Barnes, 

The Lezislative Assembly in apportioning th 
grant of 80,000 acres of land fur normal school 
made in the act of Congress referred to, shall gran 
to the said normal school at Valley City as afore 
mention: d 50,000 acres, and said iands are hereb} 
appropriated to said institution tor that purpose. 

eisth— the Deaf and Lumb Asylum at the city of 
Devil’s Lake, in the county of Ramses. 

Sizth—A State reform school at the city of Man- 
dan, in the county of Morion. 

Seventh—A State normal school at the town ot 
Mayville, in the county of Traill, and the Lexislat- 
ive Assembly in apportiouing the grant of lands 
maie by Congress in the act aforesaid for State 
normal schools, shall assigou 30,00U acres to the 
finstitution hereby located at Mayvilie, and said 
lands are hereby appropriated for that purpose. 

Kighth—A state hospliai for the insane and an 
institution for the fevebie-minded in connection 
therewith, at the city of Jamestown, in the county 
of Stutsman, and the Legislative Assembly shall 
uppropriate 20,000 acres of the grant of lands made 
by the act of Cougress afuresaid, tor “other educa- 
tional and charitable institutions,” to the benefit 
aru ior the endowment of said institution. 

The following-nemed public institutions are here- 
by permanently located as hereinafter provided 
each tov have so much of the remaining grant of 
170,000 acres of land made by the United States for 
“other educational and charitable institutions” as 
is allutted below, viz.: 

first—A soldiers’ home, when located, or such 
other charitable institutions as the Legis'\ative As- 
sembly may determine, at Lisbon, in the county of 
Ransom, with a grant of 40,000 acres o! land. 

second—A bdlind asylum, or such other institu 
tion as the Legislative Assembly may determine, at 
such piace in the county of Pembina as the quall- 
fie i e ectors may determines at an election to be heid 
as prescribed by the Legislative Assembly, with a 
graut of 30,000 acres. 

Third—aAn industrial school and school for man. 
ual training, or such other educational institution 
as the Legislative Assembly may provide, at the 
town of Ellendale, in the county of Dickey, with a 
grunt of 40,000 acres. 

Fourth—A school of forestry, or such other insti- 
tution as the Legislative Assembiy may determine, 
at such placein one of the counties of McHenry 
Ward, Bottineau, or Rollette, as the electors of said 
counties may determine by an election for that pur- 
pose, hey be held as provided by the Legislative As- 
sembly. 

Fijth—A_ scientific school, or such other educa- 
tional or charitable institution as the Legislative 
Assembly may prescribe, at the city of Wahpeton, 
county of Richland, with a grant of 40,000 acres, 
provided that no other institution of a character 
similar to any one of thoss located by this article, 
shall be established or maintained without a re- 
vision of this constitution. 


This report was indorsed by the majority of 
the Committee on Public Institutions, and in al) 
probability will be adopted.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE EVENT—REM- 


INISCENCES OF THE HARTFORD DE- | 


PARTMENT, A CENTURY OLD. 
HartyorpD, Aug. 6.—The three days’ session 


of the Connecticut State Firemen’s Association | 


will begin here Tuesday, Aug. 138, and will be 
attended by delegates from every Fire Depart- 
ment in the Commonwealth The association 
was incorporated by the Legislature of 1885, 
and has the control of an annual appropriation 
of $5,000 from the State, which is used as a re- 
Hef fund for firemen disablea in the line of 
Guiy and forthe assistance of widows and or- 
phans o! fremen who are killed while engaged 
inservice. It is the nearest thing to a pension 
fund that exists iu the State. Connecticut has 
elways pursued a liberal policy toward 
firemen, and the annual appropriation 
for their benefit is one of the most creditable 
of public expenditures. The address of wel- 
come On the occasion ef the meeting here next 
week will be delivered by Mayor John G. Root 
and will be respunded to by Isaac B, Hyatt of 
Meriden, President of the association. Duri 
the session President Whiting of the Orient In- 
Surance Company will deliver a formal address 
on the subject of insurance. The Hartford de- 
partment wili extend every courtesy within its 
power to the visitors, and the new propelier 
which has just been purehased at a cost of 
$7,500, will be tested during the time that the 
association is here. 

The Fire Department of this city was organ- 
ized Feb. 1789. <A tax of £300 was ordered 
for the purpose of buying engines and building 
Cisterns. At the May session of the Legislat- 
ure, in 1790, the citv of Hartford was granted 
**thirty men from the ranks of the militia to 


serve in two engine Companies.” ‘This was the 
firs: grant of the kind ever made by the General 
Assembly. Therealiter grants of men were 
Mave of a pnumver of occasions, and in 1833 the 
total queta was fixed by the Legislature at 400 
men. ihe first genera! muster and review was 
ordered by the Courp of Common Council in 
1819. Until Aprii 23, 1827, the Unief Engiveer 
Berved without suiary. At that time the annua) 
compensation was fixed at $00. in 1840 the 
Salury Was established at $200. 

The engines used by the old volunteer de- 

Darliment were built even as late as 1850 by 

New-York wanufacturers. In 1834 James 

Smith of New-York City constructed a yery 
fine machine for Hartford. it Was presented 
to the company which was to use it by Mayor 
Thuinas 8. Williams Nov. 29 with public festiv- 
ities. In 1844 and also in 1850 Mr. Smith com- 
leied a new machine for the department. ‘The 
ast one cost $940, upward of $2V0 being spent 
by the company fer extras in the equipment 
and finish of the work. Ail of the smith 
yoachines were of the tower pattern, In 1845 
Henry Waterman of Hudson, N. Y., constructed 
@h engine for the city, costing $735. It was of 
the “piano” pattern, and another like it was 
ordered [or the city at a vost of $650. 

Lhe introduction of the Waterman machines 
Mmarkeu the beginning of @ long series oO! im- 
provements in apparatus for extinguishing 
fires. The first mavbine but by Abrabam Van 
Ness of New-York City for Hartford was re- 
ceived in March, 1849. Two years afterward 
he aiso Cousirucied anew engine for the de- 
partment. It was not until 1852 that a fire en- 
give Was Made in Harciord. In January of that 
year A. W. Roberta made an engine for the city 
costing $1,335. Highteen months afterward he 
produced his second machine at a cost of 
61,106. At present thecity Las three first-class 
propellers and four-horse machines. The an- 
nuai cost of the department will not fail below 
$80,000, 

Vhe history of the old volunteer department 
is rich in interesting events. At the two bun- 
dreth anniversary of the settlement of the town, 
Novy. ¥, 1835, the Fire Departiment turned out 
Will fail strength ior the parade, which con- 
stituted a part of the public demuustration. it 
Was Ob this occasivn that Damper Engine Com- 
pany No. 4 received the appellation of “tue silk- 
Blucklng company.” Thomas H. Seymour, one 
of the most brilliant Governors the State has 
ever had, was @ special patron of the depart- 
Ment bere. In October, 1853, he gave a prize 
piicher for the firemen, occasioning a compe- 
ullon of great puvlicinterest. Wher ne left the 
city, Dec. 22, on Lis way to the Russian mis- 
sion, he Was escoried to the cars here by the 
oli Sack and Bucket Company. in 1843 
the Martha Washington Total Abstinence 
Beciscty presented Engine Company No, 
2 with a temperance banner. It was 
received by the foreman of the company, Jobn 
G. Parsons, who became the Chief Engineer of 
the department in 1854. It is an interesting 
fact ip this connection that the wile of Mr, Par- 
bons, WhO is stili residing here,is one of the 
foremost Pom pereney workers in Connecticut, 
pad is wideiy knowa in the Woman’s Christian 
‘Temperance Uniog througuoutthe country. On 
the 3d of July, 1847, the Tivoli Hose Company 
oi Albany was received here by Hose Company 
Io. 1 ana the Sack and Bucket Company, elab- 
orate couriesies being extended. On the 5th 
the Albany visitors ief{t for New-Haven acecom- 
panied by Engine Company No.1. There the 
bulmpluous festivities were repeated. 

During the era of the volunteer department 
@ great wany notable fires occurred. In Feb- 
ruary, 1838, one of the buildings connected 
with Washington College, now ‘Trinity, was 
destroyed, the library of the Rev. Nathaniel 5. % 
Wheaton, who had just retired from the Presi- 
denoy, being nearly consumed. May 19, 1842, 
the steamboat Massachusetts, which ran be- 
tween Hartford ani Springfivsid, was burned at 
the dock. At the inauguration of the Governor 
in May, 1847, the North Congregational Church, 
of which the Key. Horace Bushnell was the 
pastor, was set on fire, and two years later at 
the inauguration of 1849 an attempt was 
made to buroa down the famous Charter 

Jak, which stood on the premises of Isaac 
W. Stuart, the most eloquent of Connecticut’s 
orators. The fail of the tree in a violent storm 
afew years afterward was hastened by the ex- 
huberant hilarity of 1849. May 11, 1853, the 
first Catholic church and parsonage in the city 
Was destroyed. The building in which the first 
broazdeloth manuiactured in America was pro- 
anced was burned April 4, 1854. The cloth was 
used for the suit worn by President Washington 
ai the inauguration in New-York City in 1787. 
The buitons for the suit were also made in this 
city. Dec. 12, 1854, the United States Hotel 
Was nearly destroyed in a conilagration. 

There have been eighteen Chief Engineers in 
ths Hartfora Fire Department since tbe origi- 
nal organization in 1789. Miles Beach was the 
firsi to hold the office. He was succeeded by 
Coi. James Ward, the two men holding the office 
until Dec. 23, 1805. The present Chief Engineer, 
Heory J. Eaton, has held tho position since 
1868. The first two Chiefs were silversmiths 
by occupation and Chief Eaton isa goldbeater 
by trade. There are only tive of the old volun- 
toer Chiefs now living. They are John Carter, 
Joza G. Parsons, Juseoph Pratt, and Hvorace 
Billings of this city, and Edward ‘I. Norton of 
Guilford. Allyn S. Stillman, who was 
subsequently Mayor of the city, was 
the CMief Engineer from 1843 until 1846, 
The head of the department at present is Edwin 
I. Smith, President of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners. He is one of the leading business 
mez" here, and is well known in the politics of 
the State.

PROSPEROUS WEST VIRGINIA. 


EXTENDING RAILROADS AMONG STORES 
OF LUMBER, COAL, AND OIL, 


WHEELING, West Va., Aug. 6.—Those who have 
notgiven the matter especial study and personal 
investigation can have none but the mos in- 
tangible and erroneous ideas concerning the 
great strides West Virginia has been making in 
the past two or three years, but especially 
within the past twelve months, in the way of 


| developing her resources, adding to her re:iroad 
| mileage, increasing her population through in- 


ducements thrown out to the best class of im- 
migrants, and starting new manufacturing ea- 
terprises. 

There are three jeading factors in the present 
most satisfactory condition of West Virginia’s 
business affairs, namely: Mining, lumbering, 
and the construction of new lines of railroads. 
These three give mutual support to one an- 
other, for without the last named the two 
others would lie dead, ana without the presence 
of the native wealth upon or beneath the sur- 
face of our soil the railroads would not be con- 
structed. In several quarters all three matters 
are receiving the earnest attention of capital- 
ists. 

An instance of this is afforded in the rich 
mineral county of Marion and again in Monon- 
galia. From Fairmont, rupning north along 
the valley of the West Fork of the Mononga- 
hela River, two thousand men are working at 
the construction of the Fairmont and Clarks- 
burg Railroad, and the preliminary operations 
looking to the construction of the West 
Viruinia and Pennsylvania Koad, running from 
Rowlesburg to Fairchance, Penn., are well 
under way. Along each of these routes coke 
ovens are going up by hundreds, and mines are 
being opened in almost every valley, where tie 
outcrop of coal, both Gannel and bituminous, in 
great veius, running to as much as fourteon 
feet of solid coal, affords an assurance of wealth 
lo the owners Which the fairest diamond mine 
could not surpass. Lumber companies have 
been formed, and the axemen literally siand 
rea..y to lay their blades at the routs of the 
trees ag 6000 8 transportation to market is 
assured, 

Only a few miles away from this scene of en- 
terprise and industry there is another of a 
widely different sort, but which holds out eqpal 
promise of quick and rich returns. This is the 
oil field of Monogalia County, which stretches 
away from the Pennsylvania line, south, 
through the counties of Monongalia and Marion 
to an unknowa Gistunce in the interior of 
the Staie. Already nearly fifty weils have 
been put down, and “ gushers” of the approved 
Western Penusyivania type are not lacking. 
Pipe lipes are in course of construction, and 
not less than $1,000,000 has been expended up 
to this time in developing tle territory. 

Eastward and southward, in the “ wilder- 
ness” counties of Tucker and Randolph, the 
whistle of the locomotive is heard. Tne exten- 
sion of the West Virginia Central line toward 
the headwaters of the Kanawha and Elk has 
been carried forward almost a hundred miles 
during tbe year, and the first passenger train 
will run over the road next Monday, carrying 
the mails through a ceuntry covered with an 
almost unbroken forest of hard woods, The 
general direction of tuis new road is southwest, 
through the coal and timber counties of Min- 
eral, Grant, Tucker, and Randolph, and all 
along the line of the just-completed extension 
the buzz saw 18 singing ®&® song unecasing. 
Towns are springing up right and ieft iike Will- 
iam, Wiisania, Hambleton, Dobbin, Wilson, 
Bayard, Gorman, and Stoyer, and millions of 
teet of bard lumber and hundreds of thousands 
of railroad ties are belug prepared for market. 
The tannery bueiness has also been brought 
into these wooded mountains, and at Davis, 
Tucker County, is the second largest tannery in 
the United States. Wood pulp is also being 
mavulactured at anumber of points. The ex- 
tent of the forest 1s something wonderful. A 
thousand million feet of eherry, Walnut, and 
other valuable timber is standing aiong this 
railroad, and the supply will last for many 
decades. Coal is also present in astounding 
quantities, and several rich deposits of lron ore 
have been found. 

Another centre of railroad activity is in the 
counties of Lewis and Braxton, The Clarke- 
burg and Weston Railroadis to be converted 
into a slandard gauge, andthe road extended 
torty or fifty miles to Braxton Court House. 
The people of Braxton County have voted $60,- 
000 to aid in this, and the development of the 
country which will follow will repay the ex- 
penditure ina few months. Already this rail- 
road project has resulted in the formation ofa 
company at Braxton Court House, and its pro- 
jectors bave acquired 300,000,000 feet of choice 
timber, which they will cut at once. 

In Nicholas and Clay Counties a single firm, 
that of Don Cameron & Co., has acquired 96,000 
acres of land, fronting for twenty-seven miles 
on the east side of Elk River, and every one in- 
terested will come out of the venture a mill- 
jonaire. The land is underlaid with rich bitu- 
minuous Coal Veins, already open, running from 
four to thirteen feet in thickness, and is coyv- 
ered by a magnificent growth of marketable 
timber that has scarcely been touched by tho 
axe. The West Virginia Central Railroad, al- 
ready alluded to, is heading in this direction, 
and will eventually tap the great and rich Ka- 
nawha Valley. 

In Wayne, Logan, McDowell, and Wyoming 
Counties, in the extreme southwestern part of 
the State, the mineral and timber wealth of the 
Kanawha and Elk Valleys finds a counterpart. 
Recently a large number of mining and lumber 
companies have been chartered and land has 
been purchased by tens of thousands of acres. 
A recent purchase was of 6,000 acres in Logan 
County for $5 ana $6 per acre. The entire area 
is covered with fine timber, and in addition the 
purchase is underlaid with bituminous coal, not 
only one or two, but six several veins, one of 
them being fourteen feet in thickness. The Nor- 
folk and Western Railroad is moving for an 
extension through this magnificent conntry, 
ana once the cars are running, fortunes will be 
only @ question of a few years for every land 
owner along the line, 

In the Pan Handle counties the rich oil fields 
of Pennsyivania have been traced across the 
line, and already, in Hancock County,a hun- 
dred wells haye been sunk and more than a 
million dollars expended, with the richest re- 
turn to thoss making the risk. It is only a 
question of time before the same experience is 
ha’ with the counties of Ohio and Marshall and 
Wetzel, while the o1l fields in Monongaila and 
Preston have been but touched, and furtber 
fortunes await the intelligent exploration of 
Logan and adjoining counties in the southwest. 

In Mercer and adjoining countiesin the ex- 
treme southerp portion of the State the devel- 
opment of the almost inexhaustible coal depos- 
its is being carried on with the greatest snergy, 
and the population and visible wealth have in- 
creased fourfold in the past four years. 

In other parts of the State the business of 
lumbering has advanced with giant strides dur- 
ing the past year or two, and the census reports 
for 1890 will show a condition of affairs in this 
regard little short of marvelous, Other in- 
dustries are upon @ corresponding scale of ad- 
vancement, and the prosperity of the State was 
never so great or its future so promising as 
now. The changes of the past two years have 
been great, but those of the next few years will 
be creater still, and it will be but a short time 
before the influx of capital and population will 
make the State one of the most prosperous in 
the Union.

MUSEUM BULLETINS. 
siorcepalaiiiaeds taees 
ALBANY, Aug. 6.—The manuscript for Bulletin 
No. 8 of the State Museum went to the printer 
to-day. it is entitled ‘*Boletiof the United 
States by Prof. Charles H. Peck, State Botan- 
ist.’ The introduction contains the following: 


‘* Boleti are such fleshy and perishable fungi and in 
the dried state generally lose so much of their nat- 
ural color and character that their study is attended 
with some difficulty. This difficulty has in some 
cages been increased by imperfect and incompiete 
descriptions and unsatisfactory classification. The 
following pages are the result of a desire on the part 
of the writer to facilitate the study in the United 
Sts es species by bringing together the descriptions 
of them and arranging them in their respective 
tribes or groups. Thirty-six of the species here de- 
scribed occur also in Europe. The large number 
remaining indicates a rich and pecul ar boietous 
flora. It has been necessary to institute two tribes 
not represented in Europe, for the reception of 
species for which no place is found among the 

riesian tribes. A few species have been left un- 
classified in consequence of the imperfect character 
of their descriptions. A few unpublished species, 
represented by scanty material in an unsatisfactory 
condition, baye been omiited. The genera Boleti- 
nus and sirobilomyces are not very sharply dis- 
tinguishedtrom the genus Bui tus. But one char- 
acter ascrived tv both ofsthem in Syllage Fungorum 
contiicts to such an extent with the Friesian de- 
scriplion of the genus Loietins thatit may be well 
to recognize them as distinct.”’

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A FOUNTAIN WITH A SLOT. 

The drop-a-nickel-in-the-slet devices have a 
new addition, which makes the prohibition phi- 
losopher rejoice. On the west side of Hanover- 
square, where there are lots of tea and coffee 
brokers, stands a blue-painted water cooler on 
a prettily-painted base labeled “Iced water. 
Drop a nickel in the slot and get a glaas.”’ 
There was quite a score of persons about the 
cooler yesterday busy dropping nickels in the 
slot and recoiving glasses of water. 

The mechanism of the machine was particu- 
larly ingenious. A clamp held the glass and 
the faucet handle in place, and it loosed iis 
hold only when the weight of the nickel upon a 
lever loosened the springs. Tho nickel took 
just long enough in its journey down a curved 
siide to allow a giasstul of water to flow. Then 
it fell upon another lever and closed the faucet. 
The glass, when the drinker finished, was re- 
turned to its rest, where a spring acted and pra- 
vented it being removed again until another 
nickel was dropped in.

ONLY HALF A CROP EXPEOTED. 


TOO MUCH RAIN FOR COTT®N, TOBACCO, 
AND CORN IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 5.—The rains of the past 
four weeks haye very seriously damaged the 
cotton, corn, and tobacco crops of this State, 
The cotton laud has been leached of nearly ajl 
the manure, and the stalk has run to weed and 
is full of sap and leaves, to the exclusion of 
bolls, and many of the young bolls have fallen 
off. It is now generaily feared that very little 
more than haifa crop will be gathered. 

The tobacco has been badiy drowned out. 
The land has been denuded of the guano and 
manure, and the stalks are not more than half 
the ususl size. Many of the plenters from the 
tobacco belt have been: here during the past 
week, and all confirm this information and de- 
clare that not more than halfa crop will be raised. 

On the uplands the corn crop looks well, but 
the cuntinued wet weather has caused the 
stalks to put out double the number of shoots 
that ought to beon them to make good heavy 
ears, 60 that the yield will not be near what it 
ought to be. In the valleys and along the river 
bottoms, the early-pianted corp has nearly all 
been under water and therefore badly damaged. 
That portion which has been replanted and is 
now about two feet high is sgain submerged 
and is badly injurea. It may now be accepted 
as beyond question that, with the most fayvor- 
able season from now on, the yield of cern, cot- 
ton, and tobacco will not average more than 
haifa crop, and if there should be several weeks’ 
drought, the average woulda be greatly de- 
creased. 

The land has boen injured very much by the 
hard, washing rains. The weather continues 
cloudy, though there has been little rain tor the 
past fourdays. Wednesday of last week a heavy 
cloudburst occurred along the Yadkin River, be- 
ginning at Salisbury ard running along the 
watershed of that river for fifty miles into the 
mountains, and the river rose ten feet in thirty 
minutes and much damage was done. It has 
been the wettest season since 1867.

Several years ago, when the withdrawal 
of the English from Dongola was mooted, 
ABD-EL-KapEk, the War Minister, who had 
once been Governor of the Soudan, said: 
“If the English retire on Wady Halfa, they 
must retire on Assouan. Every pace in ad- 
vance gives them a hundred friends; every 
pace in retreat gives them two hundred 
enemies, half in front, half in rear.” The 
prophecy was not literally true, since, 
although the dervishes have repeatedly 
gone between Wady Halfa and Assouan 
since the withdrawal of the British from 
Dongola te the former point, yet Wady 
Halfa has been steadfastly held. Still 
there was truth in the War Minister’s 
words when he said that ‘England may 
gain victory after victory, but if they are 
followed by retreat, the English Govern- 
ment has uselessly wasted blood.” Retreat 
in the proper sense at the present time is 
not thought of, since, although the victo- 
rious reinforcements have returned to Cairo, 
Wady Halfa is still held, But the disposi- 
tion not to advance far up the Nile evident- 
ly exists. It seems to be based on two con- 
siderations. In the tirst place, the presence 
of England’s troops in Egypt at all is ob- 
jected to by France, and the English Gov- 
ernment does not wish to embitter that 
controversy, which has already defeated 
the proposed conversion of the Egyptian 
debt. In the next place, some military 
authorities hold that it is of no use to go to 
Dongola without continuing to Berber, or 
perhaps even to Khartoum; and this is too 
serious an undertaking to be hastily decided 
upon. 








His visit to Portsmouth has yielded' young 
Emperor WILLIAM another great oppor- 
tunity, which he promptly accepted and 
put to good account, that of donning a new 
style of uniform. Having been made an 
Admiral in the British Navy, he clothed him- 
self ‘‘as such” for a family dinner at the 
Osborne House. Since he had already tried 
on and worn uniforms of so many of the 
continental armies, this departure inte the 
togs of a British tar was calculated to put 
the Emperor into high good humor. And 
there are doubtless other triumphs ef the 
sartorial artin store for him in his pro- 
jected visit toGreece and perhaps also in 
his rumored call on Regent Queen CHRIS- 
TINA of Spain. The currentfashion among 
royal potentates of rigging themselves out 
in the uniforms of each other’s armies and 
navies is, however, an amusing and inno- 
cent one; andit would be well if military 
and naval aspirations could satisfy them- 
selves in thus playing sailor and soldier. 
lt is safe to say that the Emperor’s ‘‘ illus- 
trious grandmother,” on whom he grate- 
fully conferred the honorary command of 
his First Dragoon Guards, will not sanction 
the prevailing custom by putting on its 
uniform. 








WANAMAKER’S PUSINESS IDEAS. 
The controversy between the Postmaster 
General and the Western Union Telegraph 
Company regarding the rates to be fixed 
fer telegraph service to the Government is 
interesting as affording an illustration of 
some of Mr. WANAMAKER’S ideas of a busi- 
ness arrangement. His ideas upon the 
legal aspects of the matter are rather 
contused, but upon the business aspects 
of the. case they are very definite. He 
seems to regard all the legislation upon the 
subject as merely an affair between the 
Government and the corporatien, and hav- 
ing no relation to the general telegraph 
service, which is distinctly a public service. 
Franchises granted to railroad corporations 
are intended to secure certain benefits to 
the public, and net simply to the corpora- 
tions, and the compensation is to be found 
chiefly in the facilities for transpertation, 
and not in the right of the State to com- 
pel the railroads to serve it at whatever 
rates it may choose to fix. It is the same 
with telegraph companies. They are al- 
lowed to put up their poles and wires and 
to acquire rights of way, where they are 
needed, for the purpose of affording to the 
public a valuable service at reasonable rates 
of compensation. 

Mr. WANAMAKER has assumed that tele- 
graph companies acquire their right of way 
aleng railread lines and public highways 
from the National Government, but the 
President of the Western Union has no dif- 
ficulty in showing thatsuck is not the case. 
The Goverament has no pewer to grant 
rights of way in States. They have to be 
derived from State authority, and where 
they have already been acquired by rail- 
roads anda telegraph company desires to 
use them it has to get that right from the 
railroad companies. The Government has 
a certain qualified contrel over post roads 
for the purposes of the Postal Service, and 
it has the right to regulate commerce be- 
tween the States, and in this the telegraph 
service isaftactor. Sofar as its power in 
this respect has involved any concession of 
privileges to telegraph companies, the pur- 
pose has been to promote the establishment 
and maintenance of telegraph facilities for 
the country. It has not been simply a 
bargain between the Government and the 
companies for the benefit of the latter, for 
which they are expected to make direct 
payment in service er otherwise. 

WaNAMAKER’s business ideas distinctly 





dominate his views of the objects of legisla- 
ea thay dominate his notions of politics. 
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in or through unsettled or partly settled sec- 
tions Congress gave the companies the right 
to use materials on public lands and to pre- 
empt land for stations. The Postmaster 
General seems to have no idea that the pur- 
pose of this was to aid in securing tele- 
graph service in such sections as speedily 
as possible, but regards it as a favor 
to the companies which may be regarded 
as part consideration for low rates to the 
Government. In point of fact, it has been 
of no use to the companies, for they have 
not established their lines until there was 
@ prospect of paying business, and then 
they have not beenable to avail themselves 
of public timber or public land. Most of 
the valuable privileges which WANAMAKER 
assumes have been derived from the 
National Government have come from quite 
a different source, and most of those that 
have actually been granted have not been 
a mere mhatter of business with the compa- 
nies, but a matter of policy to give the 
public the benetit of an extended and unin- 
terrupted telegraph service. One impor- 
taut condition of these privileges is the 
right of the Government to acquire and 
control the telegraph lines itself, a right 
which it has not thus far seen fit to exer- 
cise, 

Nearly all these matters of which the 
Postmaster General makes so much have 
no relevancy at all to the question at 
issue, which is the rate at which the tele- 
graph service should be done for the Gov- 
ernment itself. In its legislation it has 
acquired the right of priority in this service 
over all others, at rates to be fixed by the 
Postmaster General. That officer is right 
in requiring that such rates shall be as 
favorable as those given to any other cus- 
tomers, but it would not be right for 
him to use his power to compel the 
service to be done for nothing or at 
a loss. This would amount practically 
to taking private property for a public 
purpose without just compensation. Dr. 
GREEN has clearly demonsirated that a mill 
2a word would not nearly pay for the cost 
of the service, and as the cost necessarily 
comes out of the receipts of the business, it 
would be paid by the general public in the 
rates for service tothem. Mr. WANAMAKER 
says that some of the press associations get 
their dispatches for ‘a mill a word to each 
newspaper,” but that is where a dispatch is 
sent to a number of papers by a single 
transmission and a single writing out in 
“manifold.” One of his notions is that a 
lowering of rates increases business and 
does not impair aggregate profits, but surely 
there isalimit to that, and it is reached 
when the rates do not cover the cost of serv- 
ice. Large sales and small profits may 
be a good policy in Mr. WANAMAKER’S 
business, but not large sales with a loss 
upon each. His reduction in prices has to 
stop before they reach the actual cost of 
the goods or he will cease to grow rich. We 
trust that the Postmaster General will 
insist upon ratesfrom the Western Union 
Company that are fair to the Government, 
but when he undertakes to “ drive a bar- 
gain” asif he had caught a customer who 
could not escape taking whatever he 
chooses to pay, he seems to forget that he 
is not running a store and breaking down 
a rival to ‘‘scoop” in a bankrupt stock, but 
acting for the Government, which is bound 
to pay fairly for what it gets. 








PROTECTION IN FRANCE. 


The commercial statistics of France for 
the last ten years afford material for an in- 
teresting study of the effect of protective 
tariffs on French trade and industry. It 
was in 1882 that the high tariff was estab- 
lished, although many of the duties were 
lower at the beginning than they are at 
present. But while the foreign trade of 
France—the imports and exports taken to- 
gether—was 8,424,000,000f. in 1881, it had 
fallen in 1888 to 7,262,000,000f. These 
are the figures for the ‘‘special trade,” in- 
cluding only French goods exported and 
foreign goods imported for consumption in 
France. The statistics of ‘‘ general trade” 
include also goods imported in transit to 
other countries and goods in bond. The de- 
cline, as shown under the head of * general 
trade,” has been from 10,720,000,000f. in 
1881 to 9,180,000,000f. in 1887. These 
are among the facts set forth by Mr. Ros- 
ERT DONALD in @ paper on protection in 
France contributed to the Universal Review. 

Many of the heavy duties imposed by the 
law that became operative in 1882 were 
levied in response to the demands of the 
agriculturists. They were designed to 
taise the price of cattle, sheep, meats, and 
other articles of food produced im France, 
for the benefit of the producers and at the 
expense of consumers by raising the cost 
of imported products of the same kind or 
excluding them, There were also heavy 
duties on the raw materials of manufact- 
urers. It was declared that the Nation’s 
imports must be decreased and its exports 
enlarged. But the official reports show 
that 1880 and 1881—the last two years un- 
der the old system—were the best commer- 
cial years in the history of France. The 
combined exports and iniports were larger 
in 1880 than they ever had been before or, 
have been since. 


By the imposition of the high duties the 
cost ot food and of raw material was raised. 
The price of such food as cannot be pro- 
duced in France in suflicient quantity for 
the wants of the people was advanced, to 
the injury of consumers, and at the same 
time by the additional cost of raw ma- 
terials the market for French manufact- 
ures was restricted. The efiect of this 
policy was shown in 1884, for in that year 
the actual foreign trade fell to 7,176,000,- 
O0O0Of, from 8,255,000,000f. in 1883. The 
imports were less by nearly 720,000,000L., 
but at the same time the exports, in spite 
of the artificial stimulus designed to in- 
crease home production, were Jess by 437,- 
060,000f. The high duties had not had the 
desired effect, and the protectionists, led by 
the agricultural party, demanded that 
they should be increased. Existing treat- 
ies of commerce relating to many ot the 
duties stood in the way, except so far as 
live stock and grain were concerned. With 
respect to these the tariff wall was made 
higher. The new law bevame operative in

foreign trade under the ‘‘general”’ head 
that had fallen from 10,447,000,000f. in 
1883 to 10,234,000,000f. in 1884 continued 
to decline, falling to 9,885,000,000f. in 
1885, 9,361,000,000f. in 1886, and 
9,180,000,000f. in 1887. The country was 
unable to pay for its increased imports of 
food by exporting more manufactured 
goods, and was therefore increasing its 
exports of raw material. The exportation 
of refined sugar was stimulated by boun- 
ties, to the enrichment of a refiners’ ring 
and the impoverishment of the people, for 
the operation of the bounty law imposed a 
double tax on the Frenck consumer, while 
it decreased the price of sugar to consumers 
in England. 

In 1887 the duty on wheat was raised 
again. In 1888 the “special trade” was 
7,262,000,000f., as against 7,271,000,000f. 
in the preceding year, and the exports of 
manufactured goods fell off. Says Mr. 
DONALD: 

“These figures speak for themselves. Every 
succeeding year demonstrates more forcibly the 
suicidal policy which France is pursuing in 
commercial affairs. Last year the amount of 
raw material imported was less thanit had 
been in any year since the ascendency of Pro- 
tection. The principal commodities which en- 
tered in decreased quantities were wool, cot- 
ton, coal, hides and skins, jute, silk, lead, zine, 
and hemp. The loss to industry which this in- 
volved was accentuated, as the production of 
indigenous material did not take its place, and 
as the export trade decreased by only five 
millions, In the import trade of articles for 
human consumption Protection again defeated 
the object of its partisans. The increase was 
precisely in those articles which the new duties 
were intended to exclude by fostering native 
production.” 


The imports of wheat rose 26 per cent., 
those of barley 19 per cent., and those of 
oats 77 per cent. Under the new duties the 
farmers’ complaints were louder than ever. 
The reports of British Consuls show that 
there is a demand in the agricultural dis- 
tricts for still higher duties because wheat 
isnot grown at a profit and live stock is 
raised at a loss. One of these Consuls, who 
is an advocate of protection, declares that 
the people are far worse off than when the 
**moderate protective duties” were put on, 
and in his report upon the trade of 1888 
says that the farmers will not be satisfied 
unless the wheat duty shall be doubled and 
the duty on live stock largely increased. 
And yet the average annual foreign trade of 
France under the “special” head for the 
period of five years, 1878-82, just before 
the duties were imposed, was 4,698,000,- 
0O00f. of imports and 3,402,000,000f. of ex- 
ports, while in the next five years the 
average fell to 4,294,000,000f. of imports 
and 3,252,000,000f. of exports. These fig- 
ures, together with the condition of the 
very persons in France for the pecuniary 
benefit of whom the high taxes were im- 
posed, ought to suggest to the thoughtful 
Frenchman that there is something wrong 
about this policy. Probably they do sug- 
gest this to the thoughtful and intelligent, 
but not to the comparatively unintelli- 
gent, who are a majority and who still be- 
lieve that a man can lift himself over a 
fence by pulling on his boot straps. 








THE SIOUX AGREEMENT. 


Tne Commissioners appointed, to deal 
with the Sioux for the purchase of about 
11,000,000 acres of land, constituting half 
of their reservation, after protracted labors 
have substantially triumphed. The deci- 
sive point was the Standing Rock Agency, 
and there for many days the outlook was 
most unpromising, until at last a break in 
the Indian opposition occurred, begun by 
JouN Grass and his band, and followed by 
the great warrior GALL. Taking the reser- 
vation as a whole, the required three- 
fourths vote has easily been obtained, 
especially as there were some gleanings of 
signatures in favor of the sale after the de- 
parture of the Commissioners from the 
agencies earlier visited. 

The result is creditable to the tact and 
resolute patience of the Commissioners, 
who showed good temper under the taunts 
of some of the chiefs, and furnished very 
clear explanations of the proposed agree- 
ment, so that all objections could be re- 
moved. They enjoyed a great advantage, not 
only in profiting by the experience of their 
predecessors of last year, but also in hav- 
ing more liberal terms to offer. It will be 
recalled that after last year’s commission 
had failed delegations of the Sioux went 
to Washington and explained their objec- 
tions at length. ‘These were obviated to a 
great extent by Congress at the session fol- 
lowing, and inthe new boundaries propesed 
for the six agencies, the price to be paid 
for the lands, and the mode of holding and 
distributing the the concessions 
were specially liberal. But while these 
changes aided the Commissioners, much of 
their success must also be in justice ascribed 
to their mode of operations, and in these 
they possessed an advantage in having as 
one of their number Gen. GEORGE CROOK, 
whose reputation with the Indians, both as 
soldier and negotiator, came into goed 
play, while his knowledge of what argu- 
inents to use and his mingling of good 
humor and firmness were effective. 

The change of route adopted by the pres- 
ent commission also proved judicious, Last 
year Messrs. PLATT and CLEVELAND en- 
tered the reservation from the northern 
end and visited first the Standing Rock 
Agency. There were good reasons for doing 
this, but they struck a most unpromising 
ground, and after remaining there an en- 
tire month obtained only 22 signatures 
from the 1,100 adult males entitled to vote. 
The check was so overwhelming that they 
kept on down the Missouri, past the Chey- 
enne River Agency, to try at Crow Creek 
and Lower Brulé, where they knew they 
could do better. Atthe former they gath- 
ered in 244 signatures out of a possible 306; 
at the latter 120 out of 282. Buds the blow 
at Standing Rock had been too severe, and 
as getting the required three-fourths vote 
was out of the question, they gave up with- 
out visiting the other three agencies, from 
which great opposition was reported. This 
year the commission began at the southern- 
most agency, the Rosebud, considering that 
if the Indians there should be inclined to 
the scheme they would at least not be re- 
strained by any recent vote against it, as 
might be the case at Standing Rock. They 
were exceedingly successful at Rosebud, re- 
ceiving about three-fourths of the votes at

Turning westward to the Ogallalas at Pine 


Ridge, the second agency in size, they 


found the great influence of RED CLouD 
thrown against the scheme and were prac- 
tically defeated. Returning to the Mis- 
souri, they ascended it to the Lower Brulé 
and Crow Creek Agencies, which they car- 
ried still more sweepingly than last year’s 
commission had done, getting practically 
the whole vote at Lower Brulé. At Chey- 
enne River they were less successful, though 
more so than at Pine Ridge. Then came 
the last hope, at Standing Rock, and just 
when hostility to the scheme seemed 
greatest the tide turned in favor of the 
scheme. 

The opening of the reservation will be a 
general benefit. The new State of South 
Dakota found in the Sioux Reservation a 
barrier 250 miles long and 160 wide be- 
tween its eastern and western portions, 
shutting off direct east.and west communi- 
cation between the Missouri and the Black 
Hills. This barrier will be broken by the 
purchase of a broad strip beginning at 
about the centre of the reservation and ex- 
tending southerly about half way to the 
Nebraska line. A large tract will also be 
taken away from the northwestern part of 
the reservation. All needed facilities for 
railroad transportation will then be fur- 
nished, and 11,000,000 acres of well- 
watered land opened to settlement. The 
Indians on their part will receive many 
niillions of dollars, the interest on which, 
added to their annuities, will give them 
many of the comforts of civilization, while 
the land they retain is more than they need, 
and will rapidly grow in value. 








THE WAR IN HAYTI. 


It is the misfortune of the African race 
that everything they do after being 
brought into contact with superior races 
has the effect of a parody. It is not so 
with other people equally low in the 
scale of civilization. Asiatic and Amer- 
ican tribes of savages do not imitate 
people of European origin. Although a 
North American Indian makes himself 
ridiculous by adopting as his finery the 
cast-off habiliments of the whites, he is 
by no means ridiculous when he is making 
war, nor even when he is practicing such 
arts of peace as he possesses, since he has 
his own way of doing these things, to 
which he is so much attached that he will 
be extripated rather than abandon it. 

The procedure of the two gangs of negroes 
now waging war upon each other in Hayti 
to determine whether L&GITIME or Hippo- 
LYTE shall have what surplus can be gath- 
ered from the scanty and irregular indus- 
try of the Black Republic is none the less 
monstrous and murderous for being highly 
grotesque. The incident of the cutting of 
prisoners’ throats in the market place of 
Port au Prince shows how completeis the 
reversion to African savagery of the Haytian 
leaders, who are very little more intelligent 
and not in the least better disposed than 
their followers. Meanwhile, every foreign 
nation the citizens of which carry on such 
commerce as the indolence and backward- 
ness of the people allow is forced to keep 
a man-of-war or two in the harbor to pro- 
tect the interest of its traders. 

It seems disgraceful to civilization that 
sucha performance as the Haytian civil war 
should be allowed to go on. The situation 
of Hayti, indeed, gives fresh point to the 
old saying that no people fit for freedom 
can be enslaved. In every material and in 
every moral respect it must now be freely 
admitted that Haytiis worse off than it was 
a hundred years ago, when the ancestors ef 
the wretched negroes who now do nothing 
or worse were kept at work producing some- 
thing of more value to mankind than they 
produce when left to themselves. Their 
enfranchisement was effected mainly by the 
spread of the ideas of the French Revolu- 
tion. Liberty, equality, and fraternity were 
held to be the rights of the human species, 
without distinction of character or culture. 
The eftect of applying these principles to 
Hayti nas been the expulsion, except from 
the trading ports, where they are as much 
aliens as Europeans in Hong-Kong, not 
only of all the men who could constrain 
the negroes to improve, but of all who 
could teach them to improve, and the de- 
generation has been rapid and complete, 
until, as we see, Hayti has little more 
vestiges of civilization left than if it were 
an unexplored part of equatorial Africa. 

We inthis country are now in a better 
position than we were before the present 
Haytian troubles arose to make allowances 
for such experiments in government as the 
in Egypt. The 
English protectorate was doubtless a mis- 
take, but it seem have been an urgent 
necessity that there should be some author- 
ity in Egypt from which justice could be 
demauded and redress for violations of it 
exacted. So long as the natives were per- 
mitted to manage its affairs in their own 
way the Government was an organized sys- 
tem of extertion from top to bottom. More- 
over, it was notin the power of Europe to 
let Egypt alone. It was the highway from 
Europe to Asia, and to allow it to be con- 
verted into a scene of unlimited oppressien 
and blackmail was to surrender interests 
far more ‘important than any interests of 
Egypt itself. 

The case of Haytiis very different from 
that of Egypt, the main difference consist- 
ing in this, that Hayti can be let alone and 
suffered to relapse, as it has relapsed, into 
an African savagery, marked by massacre 
and cannibalism, without any great injury 
to civilization. Its products are unimpor- 
tant to mankiné, though if its resources 
were developed they would be of the high- 
est importance. Of course, nobody thinks of 
re-enslaving the negroes, but unless either 
they are compelled to go to work, which 
would in effect be the reintroduction of 
slavery, or a more industrious popalation 
is introduced and_ protected against 
them, it is out of the question that 
Hayti should be valuable to the world. 
As it now is, the sabmersion of the island 
for twenty-four hours would be a positive 
advantage to mankind. No uation would 
assume the liabilities of Hayti in return 
forits assets with its present population, 
and to improve its population would re- 
quire a very strong protectorate. It is 
questionable whether we ought to invoke 


the Mexroo doctrine axainar whcever should.

undertake that very unpromising job. But 
itis certain that there is no middle course 
between the encouragement of a strong and 
effective protectorate and the abandon- 
ment of the Black Republic to a still more 
complete degeneration, if that be possible.

According te the best authorities—not 
one oldest inhabitant, but a chorus of them— 
there has never been a rainy season in July in 
Saratoga to equal that just past. The croakers 
who have been predicting that the denuding of 
the North Woods would convert this garden 
country into a Saharan waste have left town, 
and the man who thought the wet Spring would 
insure a dry Summer has gone on his vacation.

Of course it is all very 
shocking; still a Saratoga street in midsummer 
permits more liberty of costume than the shop- 
ping district of New-York, and amau had better 
have his boots polished in public than let a wo- 
man toll over them, a8 many Englishman do, 
bootblacking being in most households over 
there relegated to the maids of the establish- 
ment. To be shaved in everybody’s view may 
strike the Frenchman as singular, not more so, 
perhaps, than to the American does the specta- 
cle of two bearded men running together witha 
resounding kiss like a vouple of schoolgirls. 


POLIIICAL ODDS AND ENDS. 


Henry Hebing, who has just been appointea 
Collector of Customs for the portof Genesee 
was one of the Republican Presidential Elect- 
ors on the Harrison ticket. He was also one 


of the signers of the petition asking for the ap- 
pointment of Thomas C. Platt as Secretary of 
the Treasury, but, finding that Platt was not 
such a favorite with the President-elect as he 
supposed, le withdrew his name from the pe- 
tition. His appointment as Collector for the 
Genesee District is interpreted by one faction 
of the Republicans as due to this withdrawal of 
his name from the Piatt petition rather than to 
any “claim’ he might have bad for the 
place. Nevertheless, Boss Platt will doubtless 
claim it as his appointment. Itis away the 
boss has. 

It is well known, however, that Platt’s candi- 
date for Collevtor iu that district was John W. 
Hannon, tke man whom he succeeded in noni- 
nating for State Senator in 1887, but who was 
badly beaten by Donnell McNaughton, a Demo- 
crat, thereby saving the Legislature from the 
infliction of another Platt Senator. Who is re- 
sponsible for this last blow to Boss Platt? Can 
it be the cunning senior Senator who has been 
notifiea by the “boss” that his time is up and 
who is now whiling away his hours asa “ back 
number” on hisfarm at Windsor and apparently 
‘“‘taking no interest in politics?’ Our “senior 
Senator” is a cunning old fox, and was familiar 
with the methods of “boss” politicians many 
years ago, when Thurlow Weed—a far abler man 
than T. C. Platt—ran the machine in this State. 

There seems at this juncture to be another 
hitch over the appointments of Surveyor of the 
Port anG& Naval Officer. Quidnuncs are asking, 
“Why is this?” There is a whisper in the air 
that our “‘ senior Senator” has conceived a fond- 
ness for one of the old lieutenants of Thurlow 
Weed tor the Surveyorship, who owns to the 
name of Sheridan Shook. The hitch indicates 
in the minds of some that Shook, who is an 
original Seward, Weed, and Evarts man, may, 
perhaps, be the coming Surveyor. 





COUNTERFEIT SILVER DOLLARS, 

Kansas City, Aug. 6.—A large number of 
counterfeit silver dollars have recently made 
their appearance in thiscity. Deputy United 
States Marshals Marksbury and Hare, who have 
been working to ascertain who was responsible 
for their circulation. to-day arrested Abraham 
Beeler at 2,208 East Fifteenth-street. One 
counterfeit coln was found on bis person and a 
number vetween the mattresses of the bed. No 
implements for the manufacture of the coin 
were fgund. A dispatch from Shelby, Mo., 
States that Isaac Beeler, Abraham’s brother, 
bas been arrested there on the same charge. 15 
is supposed ihey are merely *“ the tools” of the 
manutacturers of the coin, whoever they 
may be.

CHRISTOPHER PLATT. 
Christopher Platt, who died at his home, 229 
Weat Fifteenth-street, last Monday, was une of 
the early makers of hand looms in this city, 
He was born Jan. 25, 1808, on Twenty-sxth- 


' Street, on a market garden farm owned by his 


father, midway between the Fitz Roy road, now 
Greenwich-avenue, and Love-lane, now Sev- 
enth-avenue. He learned the tradé of making 
hand looms, and established a business for him- 
self at Sixteenth-street, between Eighth and 
Ninth avenues. He moved to 229 West Fit- 
teenth-street in 1832, where he carriad on his 


business up to the time of his death. The store 
used by him was once a feed store on the farm 
of the Bayard family, after whom Bayard-street 
was named. Mr. Platt had many recollections 
of ola New-York. He remembered the filline-in 
of the swamp land round about the sites now 
occupied by H. B. Ciaflin & Co., Thurber, Why- 
land & Co., and Leggett’s houses. Iu going to 
school at the old No. 3 on Grove-street the Fitz 
Roy road was the only way to gu there. 

Mr. Platt was a member of Gatty’s Lodge, No. 
11, Odd Fellows, and joined it forty-five sears 
ago. Ever since 1832 he had cccupied his 
house at 229 West Fifteenth-street ana had 
seen the city gruwup from open farms and 
Swamps to its present condition. He leaves 
two children, a s0n and a daughter. The funeral 
will take place to-day from the Church of the 
Disciples of Christ, West Fifty-sixth-street. The 
interment will be in Greenwoed,

Eliphalet C. Smith, who for many years was 
prominent in business and political circles in 
Newark, N. J., died suddenly vf heart failure 
yesterday morning at his home, 138 West Sixty- 
first-street, this city.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charles A. Haslam, a theatrical manager, died at 
Plefcure Bay, N. J., late Monday night of locomotor 
ataxia after a lingering illness of almost two years. 
The deceased was about forty-one years of age. He 
first came into notice as the Treasurer and assistant 
manager for both Kidwell and Spaulding in the con- 
ducting of their St. Louis theatres, and later he 
acted as Manager of Nibio’s Garden, in this city, 
when J. H. Haverly secured that houses. Bis last 
engagement was with the “Paul Kauvar” com. 
pany. Mr. Haslam leaves a widow, known, pro- 
fessionally, as Alice Sherwood, and a step-daugh.

The funeral takes 
place to-day in this city, the interment being at the 
Cemetery of the Evergreens. 

A cable dispatch from Prague announces the death 
there, Monday night, of Gen. Joseph Phillippovitch, 


the conqueror of Bosnia. Gen. Phillippovitch 
was seventy-one years old, and his death was caused 
by apoplexy. He was born in Gospres, April 2s, 
1819, and received his commission in the Austrian 
Army just twenty years later. He served under 
Jellachich during the fighting in 1848-9, and in 
1859 he had a command with the rank of General in 
the [talian war. In 1866 he was in the fielain 
Bohemia, and in 1874 he received an important civil 
and military command in Prague. Four rears later 
he was made Commander in Chief ef the forces in 
Bosnia, and recently held a high post in Vienna. 
The Rev. J. W. B. Clark, a retired Baptist min. 
ister, died at his residence at Haverhill, Mass., last 
night of heart failure, aged 58. He was born in 
Rushford, N. Y., graduated from Allegheny College 
in 1855 and Rochester Theological Seminary in 
1866; was principal of Randolph Academy, now 
Chamberlain Institute, two years, and had held 
astorates in Portsmouth, Ohio, Albany, N. Y., and 
a Haverhill. He leaves a widow and three chil- 
ren. 


Newman S. Phelps of Rochester, N. Y., aged 
about sixty years. a member of the Rochester 
Yacht Club and a prominent Mason, while on a 
yacnting trip died very suddenly from heart dis- 
ease at Oswego yesterday morning. Mr. Phelps 
had been afflicted with heart trouble for a number 
of years.

REFORM IN TAXATION WANTED 





SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 6.—The annual conven- 
tion of the Farmers’ Union of the State of New- 
York was heid in Empire Hall, in this city, to- 
day. The call for the convention was issued to 
workingmen’s unions as well as to agricultural 
societies and farmers generaily, and of the gen- 
tlemen present fully one third were represent- 
atives of labor organizations. 

Seth Fenner of East Aurora called the con- 
vention to order, and said that the anion had 
been organized two years, and its purpose was 
to work for reform in the direction of taxation. 
The speaker said that he was sick and tired and 
nauseated with the defensive policy that had 
been pursued in the past. The farmers and 
their coworkers for reform among the laboring 


classes should be ageressive and strike out 
boldly for the accomplishment of the object 
they had in view. 

On motion of John Shephard of Wyoming, 
Chairman of the Committee on Organization, 
the convention adovted the name of “ The 
Farmers’ and Industrial Union of the State of 
New- York.” 

Capt. Depuy of Buffalo, of the Canal Protect- 
ive Union, who is always on hand at political 
side shows with a set of resoiutions, pitghed 
into the elevator combines of New-York, 
Brooklyn, and Buffalo in a vigorous manner, 
and W. C. Clark of Constantia denounced trusts 
unsparipgly, declaring that tne city of New- 
York is the headquarters and the hatching bed 
of the most oppressive, corrupt, and davger- 
ous trusts aud combines that curse, not our 
own State alone, but the United States and the 
world. 

This evening the convention adopted resolu- 
tions which’ declared that ali property in the 
State, both real and personal, should pay its 
just and fair proportion of the taxes needed to 
maintain the Government. The union pledxzes 
itself to support only those candidates for the 
Legislature’ who will vote to pass any bills that 
will relieve real estate from its present anjust 
burden of taxation. The resolutions denounce 
trusts and foreign syndicates and condemn the 
elevator rings vf New-York, Brooklyn, aud 
Butfalo. 

Atalate hour to-night the !abor delegates, 
most of whom sympathize wiih the views of 
Henry George, took possession of the conven- 
tion. ‘they had endeavcred unsuccessfully 
during the day to induce the Committee on 
Resolutions to consider and report reselu- 
tions indersing and presenting Henry 
George’s single-tax ideas. ‘ne farmers quietly 
withdrew from the ball, leaving the labor dele- 
gates in full control. They thereupon pro- 
ceeded to ventilate their views in vigorous 
speeches, and at 10:30 o’clock adjourned the 
couvention.

THE SOUTHERN REPUBLICANS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Southern Republicans 
now in Washington declare that there has been 
no Chany: in the purpose of the Southern mem- 
bers of Osmgrens to insist that the Speaker of 
the House snail be from their section. Leonidas 
C., Houk is their candidate, they say, and 
they claim that their scheme has reached 
the point where only ene small matter stands 
in their way. If Mr. Houk will agree to put 
certain men on the Committee on Elections, 
which will be a very important committee in 
the Fifty-first Congress, his election as Speaker 
is assured, acourding to the backers of ths 
scheme. Some Southern Democratic Senators 
are reported to be quietly giving ald and com- 
fort to the Houk peopie and to have promised 
to turn over tothem certain Democratic Rep- 
resentatives, provided ihe latter are given de- 
sirable committee assixniments.

The Navy Department bas as yet received no 
official information io tuat elfect, but it is re- 
ported that Capt. O’Kane has relieved his su)- 
ordinates of ail responsibility and wili himself 
answer for the accident. The rockon which the 
vessel ranaground is well kuown, and, although 
it is not buoyed, it is outside of the channel and 
is marked on the charts. If the Boston had 
been in the channel she would not have struck 
the rock. 

There 1s now pending before Secretary Tracy 
the court-martial case of Capt. Harrington, who 
is sentencedt o two years’ suspension for ground- 
ing the practice ship Constellation in Chesapeake 
Bay. It1s rumored that the Secretary will mit- 
igate the severity of this sentence. 


The Post Office Department bas a standing re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest and conviction of 
every person who robs, or in ady way interferes 
with, the United States mails. Of late there 


have been so many stage coach robberies in the 
West that the authorities are convinced that 
the reward is not sufticient to insure the capt- 
ure of the robbers. They think the amount 
shoula be largely increased. The Wells-Fargo 
Express Company has a standing rewar.t of 
$1,000 for the arrest of any man who attempts 
to hold up one of their stage coaches, and they 
Would just as 8s00n pay fura dead robber as a 
live one. 

Areport received from Inspector Frederick 
shows the necessity of offering larger sums for 
the arrest of the three knights of the roads, and 
contains the account of avery bold robbery. 
The south-bound stage from Rawling to Fort 
Washakie, Wyoming Territory, was held up 
near Rougis about ten days ago by a highway- 
maa. The only passenger was the wife of the 
Indian Agent at- the Shoshone Agency, who 
gave up her purse, containing $3. She had a 
trunk with her anc this the robber broke open, 
aud in one of the trays saw some silverware. 
The woman told him it was only plated and he 
threw it back, with the remark that he was 
not bothering witb plated stuff. After counting 
up his gains and finding that he was only $35 
richer by the raid, he told the driver to go on 
until they met the north-bound staze, when he 
would give him furtherinstructions. Just be- 
fore meeting the other stage the robber got 
uown and concealed himself, giving the driver 
® parting injunction not to reveal his presence 
on pain of death. As soon as the two stages 
had passed the second one was stopped in the 
Same manner as the other and the registered 
mailexamined. One letter contained $800 in 
currency, and after securing it and all the 
other valuable property, the robber disap- 
peared, 

‘Tne south-bound stage reported the robbery 
of ube mail tothe Postmaster at Rougis, but 
although there were several cowboys hanging 
round the store atthe time none of them oon- 
sidered the reward of $200 sufticient induce- 
inent to go cut on thetrail. Inspector Frederick 
says aman who would have uerve enough to 
hoid up two stages in one night would without 
doubt make avery stubborn fizht for his life, 
and the cowvoys don’t think 1t1s worth while 
being Bilied for $200,

Some time ago the Postmaster at New-York 
City submitled to the Postmaster General a list 
of the places in his office which he thought 


should be filled without competitive examiua- 
tion under Postel Rule 2, section 5, of ‘the 
civil service ruies. The Postmaster General 
subsequently transmitted this list to the Civil 
Service Comunission for its action. The commis- 
sion has approved tie list as drawn up by Post- 
masier Van Cott, itis as follows: 

Assistaut Pestmaster and Second Assistant 
Postmaster; vrivate secretary or confidential 
clerk for Postmaster; cashier, assistant cash- 
ler; Supermtendents of delivery of stations, of 
or.er department, of accounts, of newspaper 
poste¢e, of mall inspection, and rating depart- 
ment, of registry department, of inquiry de- 
partment, of woney-order division, and of sup- 
plies; clerk in charge of newspaper, postage, 
aud periodical department, as custodian of 
moneys; night clerk in charge of short-paid 
postage. as custodian of moneys; whalesale 
and retail stamp clerke, First and Second As- 
sistant Superintenients, cashier, assistant 
cashier and fiuancial clerk of the money order 
division, First and Second Assistant Superin- 
teniients, two ciergs in charge of tours of eight 
hours each, clerk in charge of delivery window, 
aod Clerkin eharge of foreign room of the 
registry Gepartment. These places are gener- 
ally excepted [rom examination in al) classified 
Post Oftices, but the late Postmaster at New- 
York, Mr. Pearson, made all the places in the 
office competitive, and appointed no one with- 
outexamination. Hence the pustal rule above 
referred to has never been applied to the New- 
York office.

In response to a letter of inquiry from W. B. 
Cooley, Chief Clerk of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, James N. Tyner, Assistant Attorney Gen- 


eral for the Post Office Department, wrote that 
when the Civil Service Commission certitied 
three nares for appviutment, and one of them 
Was a discharged sailor or soldier, be must be 
selected for the piace.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


URGING A LEASE. 

A new interest is given to the affairs of the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad by the ap- 
parent desire of certain railroads to lease it at 
a 6 per cent. guarantee upon its stock. The 
minority etockholders of this road are trying to 
oust the East Tennessee trom its control by 
virtue of the ownership of the majority of the 
stock. The railroads wishing to lease it are 
the Chattanooya, Rome and Columbus and the 
Memphis and Little Rock. With these two 
roads, and roads that are being built in Middle 
Georgia, the Memphis and Charleston would 
make a continuous line from Little Rock, Ark., 
to the Atlantic at Savannah. Mr. McGhee, the 
President of the Memphis and Charleston, says 
he finds difiiculties in the way of effecting such 


an arrangement, but the committee represent- 
ing the minority stocxholders of the Memphis 
and Charleston is disposed to do all 1t can to re- 
move them. 

In a letter addressed to the President and 
Directors:of the Memphis and Charleston Com- 
pany a committee of the minority stocknolders 
urges tbat it *‘deems it to the interest of the 
stockholders of the Memphis and Charleston 
Company that such lease with proper guaran- 
tees for its fulfillment should be made.” And 
the committee adds: 


“‘In our view neither officers nor stockholders of 
the Memphis and Charleston can stand in the way 
of its consummation without incurring grave re- 
sponsibility. We will procure the assent of the 
plaintiffs in pending litigation to such a modification 
of the existing injunction that a meeting of the 
s.ockholders cun be held to consider this offer of 
lease, and we call upon you as ofticers of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Company, you who are the 
representatives of all the stockhoiders, to assemble 
your stockholders in meeting to consider the pro- 
posed lease and to take every measure within your 
power to aid the Memphis and Charleston stock- 
holders by this means in getting some return from 
their investment. 

*“ We cannot conceive that, with a due regard to 
the interest of all stockholders, you will fail to ren- 
der every assistance to the making of the lease. For 
fifteen years the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
has been operated under the control of the Fast 
‘Tennessee and,as one of its Aivisions. without anv re- 


| turn whatever being ever made to its stockholders, 


‘This fact alone is sufticient to destroy all hope that 
the same management in the future will produce 
oF. different result Now that other railroads are 
willing to undertake the operation of the Memphis 
and Charleston, and are willing te obligate them- 
selves to the stockholders to make them what could 
bea fairreturn upon their investment, every rea- 
son is furnished why the profitless control of the 
past should be terminated ard a remunerative one 
accepted.” 


The committee signing this address are John 
H. Chidester, L. Freidinberg, Charles Babbidge, 
and John W. Weed. In answerto this commn- 
nication President McGhee promises to submit 
the matter to his Board of Directors, saying 
with what is evidently intended to be sarcasm,’ 
“As a representative of the board I kindly 
thank youtor the trouble you have taken to 
pat out our duties in the premises.” And he 
adds: 

**In the meantime, would it not be well that you 
should secure the torm of lease which the two 
companies of which you speak propose, in order that 
it may be submitted to the Directors at the time the 
communication to which I am replying is consui- 
ered? Have the two companies pruposing to leass 
the road, under their charters or the laws of the re- 
spective States granting franchises, authority to 
lease other roads? If they have, I suggest that you 
furnish that also. Impressed with the belief that [ 
have heretofore, to some extent, aided in saving the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad Company from 
bankruptcy, [ can only say that it will afford mse 
great pleasure to do anything 1 can to aid 1u mak- 
ing its stock pay a dividend.”

He 
exercised the same Care ip investigating the 
performance in question that he does in all 
cases, and giving due weight to the fact that 


two of the timekeepers held watches that agreed 
to a fraction of a secona on the time reported 
he became convinctd that the performance wus 
a@ true one. 
« “It is true,” said Mr. Colvin yesterday, ‘that 
the timers referred to have not ofticiated as 
‘clockers’ of sprints often enough to make them 
well known, but that is not a sufficient reason 
for concluding that they are not reliable timers, 
and in my opinion the fact that thelr watches 
agreed to a fraction furnishes satisfactory evi- 
deuce that the timing was accurately done.” 
This will no doubt crush the effect of the at- 
tempt being made to kill the record made by 
Mr. Dohm The Amateur Athletic Union has 
accepted it, Mr. Colvin accepts it, and Mr. W. 
B. Curtis of the Spirit af the 4imes bas put 1t on 
his bodks to suppiant the 1:55 2-5 credited to 
Mr. L. &. Myers. Tnese are all the authorities 
ov siwilar records in this country, and it is ex- 
tremely iudicrous for any one without ex- 
perience to set uD an opposition to the judg- 
went of such authorities, unless it can be 
fairiv proved that the New-York Atnletie Club 
has deliberately tried to steal the record, which 
is preposterous, and sucb an intimation should 
not be tolerated. The obnoxious reformers or, 
more correctly, disturbers do more harm to 
athietics than they do good. Their “startling 
sxposés” and idle gossip stand in the way uf 
friendliness and union.

THE ATALANTA’S RIVALS AT WORK—ONE 
NEW-YORK MAN SICK. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Lake Calumet was at its 
best this morning, with a light breeze from the 
north, with just sufficient torce to cool the 
brows of 150 amateur oarsmen gathered at Pull- 
man to participate in the coming regattas, At 
noon, however, the wind shifted to the east 
and increased hourly until, at 4 o’clock, when 
the crews began to assemble for their evening 
practice, the water was in but little better con- 
dition than Monday. The roughness was 
not perceptinple at the head of the lake, 
but the southern ena being exposed to 
a greater sweep Was anything but comfortable 
for the singles and doubles. It was early ap- 
parent how few of the oarsmen were used to 
rough water. High feathering was the excep- 
tion, and a dry crew after going over the 
course could not be found. 

The Atalantas of New-York had intended to 
get out by 5 o’clock, but one of their men suc- 
cumbed to Chicago water, which at present is 
affected by the sewerage and the crew took 
the afternoon off. ‘the sick man was 
out and around later in the evening 
and will be in his place to-day. Interest of 
the day centred in the Bradford eight-oared 
crew. Ithas come heralded with a long line 
of victories and some very fast records. The 
radical difference between its form of rowing 
and training and that of its antagonists 
from New-York has aroused the keeneasr inter- 
est Dot only in the men, but also in the team 
work. The Bradfords average 15212 pounds 
and constitute a well-muscled, evenly-balanced 
crew. lt was nearly 6 o’clock when their sixty- 
foot shell shot around the boathouse. Witnout 
&@ Moment’s hesitation a atroke of thirty-eight to 
the minute was begun and a chance given the 
200 spectators tojudge of their work. The stroke 
rowed by the representatives of New-Enzland 
is the typical American or “get there.” While 
it is of lyneth, the oar is forced through the 
water with great rapidity, the recovery is in- 
stantaneous, and the return the quickest possi- 
ble. swing. It is a quick stroke, a flash recov- 
ery, aud a lightning return. 

Entering @ sinooth strip of water, Cumming 
began to let the crew out, ana for half a mile 
the sculis entered the water at the rate of forty 
strokes to the minute. Still the Captain was not 
satisfied, and tur a burst whipped the pace up 
to forty-four. Tbe Bradfords seemed to thrive 
ou this diet and passed the next half hour in 
spurting up and down the lower end of the 
lake, where only by the aid of a glass could 
their work be seen. On the return trip the 
crew swept by the stand in magniticent shape 
and at a pace that surprised the outsiders. 

The course of training indulged in by the crew 
has surprised the oarsmen at Pullmar, Pipesare 
the order of the day, and pies with ice 
cream on the side are none too good for 
them. Capt. Cumming believes oaly in work, 
and that of a obaracter which ought 
to bring out any weak parts in the 
anatomy of an athlete. Watching twoof his 
men paddle around in singles, he said: “1 have 
succeeded in keeping out of the way so far, 
as I don’t want any egreat amount of 
talking. The boys are all in good con- 
dition, and I don’t see that it hurts 
tlem any to take a smoke once in a while, 
but I guess I'll huve to shut off on ice cream. 
We are here to give the Atlantas a race and we 
exvecttodult. Atany rate, you will see us 
aruund here somewhere when the finisn is 
made.” Other members of the crew are not so 
conservative. Eugene Buckley, an old water 
bird, does not hesitate to predict success for his 
boat, claiming that the New-York men will 
ie to get @ move On their stroke to be init at 
all. 

The others agree with him unanimously; at 
all events, there has been quite a change in the 
general opinion since the Bradfords have dem- 
onstrated their ability to keep up their stroke 
for the distance. With all the good feelings 
manifested, there was an undercurrent of rival- 
ry that would not down. ee 

A number of bets were made on the result of 
the several races, though both Capt. Van Raden 
and Capt. Cumming deny that they wagered 
even their clothes on the result of the eight-oar 
contest. 

Of the missing entries the Donamatures, Bay- 
sides, and Toronto Rowing Club, ali of Toronto; 
the Winnipegs, Nautilus of Hamilton, Ontarie; 
Seawanhaka of Brooklyn, and Dolpnins of Me- 
Gregor, Iowa, arrived before noon to-day. The 
only club which has not put in an appearance 
is the Detroit, and itis expected at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. ‘To-day’s arrivals lost no 
time in getting up, and were prepared for their 
trial spins by the time the earlier arrivals had 
digested their dinners.

At sundown the take pre- 
sented as pretty a picture as could beasked for, 
There were some fifty craft of all description 
flying over its surface with the oarsmen clad in 
every conceivable color, 

Secretary W. H. Gibson and Director H. K. 
Hinchman of the National Association were on 
the ground early in the afternoon and expressed 
themselves as pleased with the course and the 
arrangements; but one complaint has been 
made so far and that was caused by eel grass 
which floated into the course. The grass will 
all be cut to-morrow, and a good course is as- 
sured for Thursday.

THE WOOLEN GOODS ASSOCIA- 
1ION AND UNDERVALUATIONS. 


The report has been !ndustriousily circulated 
in the woolen trade that our firm has been ad- 
judged guilty in the Appraiser’s Department of 
the Custom House of und#rvaluation on an in- 
voice of worsted goods imported by us, and 
that the Appraiser’s advance had been sus- 
tained against us, carrying a penalty of several 
thousands of dollars. 

This is so far true that an advance of 11 per 
cent. on an invoice has Deen sustained against 
us, carrying a penalty and iacreasea duties of 
$1,402 10. 

The Woolen Goods.Assceviation of this city lays 
claim to the distinction of having procured this 
advance to be sustained against us. In a pub- 
lished interview, @ leading official of that or- 
ganization, while admitting that the associa- 
tion has been a failure in all that legitimately 
belongs to its work as a trade organization, as- 
serts that ita ‘“‘ Undervaluation Committee” ac- 
complishes the most satisfactory results, which 
are daily augmented. In the same interview 


j- another member of this organization, who is 


described as a well-known dry goods man, in- 
timately identified with the work of the ‘ Un- 
dervaluation Committee” expresses himself as 


follows: ‘Only two days ago one of the most 
prominent importing houses in this market 
Was penalized $2,000 on certain importations 
ot woolens wrongfully entered as seconds, and 
detected by our committee.” Without this pub- 
lished confession, we were awure that the Ap- 
praiser’s advance on this importation, and the 
decision against us on the reappraisement de- 
manded by us, were due to the influence of cer- 
tain members of the Woolen Goods Association 
in the Appraiser’s Department, Dut we are none 
the iess astonished at the shameless effrontery 
of the avowal. 

The direct interference of this association 
With the importation of worsted goods, and the 
closéness of its relations with the officials in 
the mr re ly Department bas long been a 
scundal to the trade anda discredjt to the ad- 
ministration of that office, and has repeatedly 
been the subject of unavailing remonstrance, 

Not satistied with increasing duties upon 
worsted gouds by ‘lreasury order, this associa- 
tion is now attempting to use, under the pre- 
tense of checking undervaluation, the immense 
powers of the Appraiser’s office to prevent al- 
together the importation of such goods into the 
United States, 

Their contributions to the success of their 
efforts in our case are: 

first—A Merchant Appraiser in the porson 
of Mr. David Leany of the ftirmof E. H. Van 
Ingen & Co., who was uot familiar with the 
character of the goods in question and had no 
knowleage of their market value, and who pre- 
judged the case before he had heard one word 
of the evideuce or examined the goods. 

Second—A witness in the person of Mr. John 
F. Plummer of the firm of Johu F. Plummer & 
Co., and the acceptance of his testimony as to 
the value of the goods, notwithstanding the 
absence of ali knowledge thereof on his part 
from any experienve. 

Lhird—The agreementot this witness and the 
Merchant Appraiser, Mr. Leahy, upon a pre- 
tended examination of these goods, to pro- 
nounce them perfect and sound. 

When we 8state that the goods in question 
consisted of 359 yards of one quality, of which 
ouly one piece to the extent of 13 yards was 
unrolled; of another quality, 5,248 yards, of 
which only 10%s yards or one piece and 10 yards 
of another piece were unrolled, and a third 
quality of 1,538 yards, of which one piece to 
the extent of 914 yards was unrolled, the avtual 
character of this pretended examination stands 
revealed. Each of these pieces contained 65 
yards, and ap entire invoice of over 7,0UU yards 
judged on a pretended examination of 40 yaris! 
A greater outrage cannot Well be imagined! 

We invite attention to the appended sworn 
reports of Mr. B. Batalitzky, examiner of the 
Wanskuck Worsted Mills of Providence, R. L., 
and Mr. John H. Fitzroy, examiner of the Peace 
Dale Manuiacturing Company of Peace Dale, R. 
L, upon the actual condition of these goods: 
a@iso the report of Messrs. James Leunun & Son, 
public examiners of this city. 

We wish only to add that these goods were 
the accumulated rejects on a contract for 4,000 
pieces, and were bought by us at the invoiced 
price at the time of the shipment; that the re- 
appraisement was held against our protest as 
to its legality; and that having failed to pro- 
cure anew and valid reappraisement from the 
Collector, the case will be carried into court, to 
ascertain whether importers of worsteds have 
any rights under the law which ‘undervalua- 
tion committees” are bound to respect. 

We Know that the *‘Undervaluation Commit- 
tee’ of the Woolen Goods Association congratu- 
late themseives upon the happy result of their 
efforts as narrated herein. We do not know 
what the trade and the community in which we 
live, to which this Communication is addressed, 
will think of these practices, but we are willing 
to be judged by the latter tribunal upon the 
fucts of the case. For ourselves we have but 
one opinion to express, and that is that they 
constitute neither more nor less than legalized 
robbery.

GRANTS DIFFICULT TASK 


HOW WILL HK MAKE UP THE 
BIG FAIR VCOMMIITEES? 
NOT ENOUGH PLACES TO GO AROUND 
—SOME BODIES WANT FROM TWO 
TO SEVEN REPRESENTATIVES EACH. 


Members of various trades and industries in- 
terested in the World’s Fair committees con- 
tinue to send to the Mayor the names of more 
persons than van be appointed by him as their 
representatives. Emulating the Real Estave 
Owners’ Association, Which wants one-twelfth 
of the Committee of One Hundred, the Taxpay- 
ers’ and Business Men’s Association yesterday 
applied for the appointment of six of its mem- 
bers on that committee. It suggested Roswell 
P. Flower and Washington Hadley for the 
Finance Sub-Committee, O. B. Potter and Jon 
D. Crimmins for the Sub-Committees on Legis- 
lation and Sites and Buildings, anda Cornelius 
O’ Reilly and A. © Allen for the Permanent 
Organization Sub-Committee. 

Three members of the Mechanics and 
Traders’ Exchange called at the Mayor’s oflice 
yesterday and said that they wanted seven rep- 
resentatives on the Commiitee of One Hundred, 
besides their President. They were told that it 
was impossible to have so much representation. 
as the committee was limited to 100. Then 
they suggested that the boot and shoe dealers 
should be ouvnsolidated with the bakers and con- 
fectioners, and other similar consolidations 
should be made in order to give them seven rep- 
resentatives. They said that their Exchange 
Was more important than the Stock or Produce 
Exohange and that every trade in it should be 
represented. 

Out of forty-seven industrial bodies which 
have sent in the names of persons to be ap- 
pointed on the World’s Fair committee only 
twenty five have complied with the request of 
the Mayor. Each of the others has asked him 
to appoint more than one representative for it, 


The street railroad companies bave asked for 
the appointment of Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
George N. Curtis, David Dows, and Addison 
Cammack. 

Some citizens of Harlem think that that sec- 
tion should have asypeciairepresentative on the 
committee, and they have asked for the ap- 
pointment of ex-Mayor Daniel F. Tieman.

WILL GOVERNOR’S ISLAND DO? 


IT IS DISCUSSED AS A POSSIBLE 
FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Two New-Yorkers riding across the bay on a 
Staten Island ferryboat yesterday, aiter in- 
vigorating sea air, fell to discussing Governor’s 
Island as a possible site for the World’se Fair in 
1892. “‘The very place for the great exposi- 
tion,” exclaimed one. ‘A beautiful spet, but 
not large enough, eh?” was the rejoinder. ‘It 
is larger than you think from this point of 
view,” remurked the first speaker. ‘“ You will 
get out of that false notion mighty quick if 
you visit the island and waik aboutit. When 
I made my lirst visit to see one of the 
military officers en business last year I was 
amazed at the area. It made me woary to waik 
from the landing to the officer’s private quar- 
ters. I didn’t find him and was told he might 
be over at the clubhouse. That 1s located on 
the Buttermilk Channel side, nearest Brook- 
lyn, and that was far away foratired fat man. 
Weill, when [ got to the clubhouse the porter 
said my officer had gone to the city. I saun- 
tered back to the boat landing and was more 
amazed than ever at the aize of the island 
Don’t you make any mistake about the size of 
that plot; it embraces many acres, and I 
sbhoulan’t be afraid tu wager is considerably 
more than a wile ip circumference.” 

“Well, old man,” said No. 2, * { still think 
that nine out of every ten persons who have 
given any thought to the magnitude of the 
contemplated exposition will coincide with my 
Opinion that Governor’s Island is too small ror 
the great show. Now, if the place could be en- 
larged to twice its size, and [ guess that prob- 
lem wouldn’t bother the eugineers long, it 
might fill the bill” 

“Of course it could be extended by piling 
and by floats to an almost unlimited extent, but 
Idoubt if that would be necessary,” persisted 
No. 1, still harping on bis theory that the 
batural space of the island is adequate for all 
practical purposes. ‘Aside from the question 
of dimension,” he continued, * the site merits 
vopaideration mainly because it is surrounded 
by water deep enough for Davigation. It is 
conceded, I believe, that an inland site will 
not anawer the purpuse for many reasons. Here 
you have a spot that commands not oniy 
the metropolis, but Brooklyn, Jersey City, the 
North and East Rivers, aud all Europe, lying as 
the island dves in the harbor of the Nation. 
Svience and art could produce a wonderful 
transformation scene. The present ugly aspect 
of the place would be completely changed to 
one of picturesque bDeauty, the admiration and 
wonder of the multitudes from every land 
under the sun. Another point not to be over- 
looked is that the site is in control of the Gov- 
ernment, and its adoption for the exposition 
would give the affair a national stamp of ines- 
timable value. The War Departinept might 
make a atrong fight against the proposition to 
remove the garrison temporarily, but thatis an 
after subject forconsideration. The question of 
the hour 1s, Where shall New-York hold the great 
fair? A more desirable site than Governor's 
lsiand may be discovered, but I do not think of 
one now.”

IT TELLS YOUR AGE. 

The latest ‘sdrop-a-nickel-in-the-slot” machine 
to make its public appearance ia a device calcu- 
lated to make the unenlightened observer be- 
lieve that the evil one is behinditall. Itis a 
neat little nickel-plated instrument, set up on 
a polished wooden pedestal, and will tell any 
man’s age—and any womain’s, too—with an in- 
variable accuracy thatis startling. The instru- 
ment itself is about 12 inches high, and in its 
face are set six vertical rows of figures, run- 
ning, in on uneven, jerky way, frow five to 
eighty. Over each coiumn is a sort of little 
piston rod, with a flat metal top. 

The printed directions tell you to first drop 
your nickel in the slot, then press your toot 
hard down on a little pedal thac projects from 
the base of the pedestal. ‘This done, you are 
instructed by a printed slip which pops out just 
beneath the figures to press with your finger 
the piston rod over each of the. coluwns which 
contain the two figures of your age. ‘Thus, if 
you are twenty-six years old, say, you find that 
number in one of the columns and press down 
the rod. Immediately there pops into view the 
figure 8. You loux for another column with 26 
in it, press the rod, and the figure 10 comes 
quickly out. Then you find another 26in an- 
other celumn, press the rod, and 8 is the result. 
Aud 8, 10, und 8 together and you discover that 
you are 26 years oid. {tis very simpie, and if 
you are honest with it the macnine never fails. 

The arrangement of the figures so that the 
ago of a guesser may be discovered ia a very old 
scheme, but it has never beture been mechan- 
ically developed.

JEFFERSON DAVIS'S BOOK. 


EXAMINING ACCOUNTS OF THE WRITER 
AND HIS PUBLISHERS. 


There appeared in the New-York correspond- 
ence of the Richmond (Va.) Despaich a day or 
two agoan article purporting to describe the 
difference existing between Jefferson Davis of 
Beauvoir, Miss., and the publishing house of D. 
Appleton & Co., of this city, concerning the puv- 
iication of Mr. Davis’s work entitied ‘‘ The Rise 
and Fall of the Confederate Government.” The 
article told of Mr. Davis’s discontent that he 
did nut receive more money for his work. In its 
history of Mr. Davis’s relations with D. Apple- 
ton & Co., it described the well-known contract 
agreement between the former and Major Walt- 
hall, an ex-officer of the Confederacy, by which 
Major Walthall was to obtain documents and 
other historical material to aid Mr. Davie in his 
work and for which he was to receive $250 a 
month with an extra allowance of $50 a month 
for expenses; the subsequent contracts be- 
tween Major Walthall and the publishers at the 
same salary without allowance; the charging of 


these expenses to Mr. Davia by the firm, and the 
royalty of $1 a set on the book sold, which the 
article declares was lituited to the cloth-covered 
edition and did not include the more expensive 
ones. Mr. Davia said, the article asserts, that he 
Shuuld not be responsible for any coniracts 
which be did not. make with Major Walthall, and 
that although the book had a large sale through 
the South, he only received royalties on 21,000 
sets bound in cloth, and not a cent from the 
more expensive editions. 

Tue truth of the story, so far as could be 
learned by a TIMES reporter yesterday, is that 
in 1876 contracts Were made with Mr. Davis by 
D. Appleton &.Co, He was to write a book upon 
the Confederacy, incorporating particularly his 
recollections of the strugyzle. Alter a time and 
at great expense to the firm, the book was put 
upon the market. The newspapers in their re- 
views of the book made several selections from 
it, and as they chose parts in which Mr. Davis 
spoke most strongly about sectionalism, the 
people of the North felt insulted, ana retused, 
in a great Measure, to oar, the work, The reeult 
of this was that the publishers were compelled 
to depend almost entirely upon the South for 
the success of their business venture. ' 

The great difficulty of organizing a proper 
Canvassing service, the poverty of the people, 
particulariy thoae who would be most in- 
terested in Mr, Davis’s work, the difficulty of 
making collections, the delays of express com- 
panies in forwarding packages and returning 
money, made it a task of almost herculean pro- 
portions to circuiate the work at all. Myr. Duvis 
has always been known to have supreme con- 
tidence in the success of anything he under- 
takes, and he was filled with the stories of the 
enormous successes of the Grant and Sherman 
mewoirs. Hedrew on his pubiishers, but they 
informed him that receipts were very slow and 
that some patience would be neeessary. When 
Mr. Davis realized that his book did not sell as 
rapidly as he belleved thas it would, he began 
complaining that Messrs. Appleton were not 
acting fairly to him; that they were making 
fortunes outof bis book, but neglected him; 
that they tovk advantage of bis age and in- 
firmities and absence. In one instance he 
wrote to the tirm informing them that they 
**might have an idea that the arch traitor of 
the war of the rebellion could not obtain or ex- 
pect justice in the North.” 

Messrs. Appleton & Cu. had not been in the 
habit of submitting to statements of this char- 
acter and limited their correspondence there- 
after to giving bim a statement of the number 
of books sold and the amount of money, to 
which he was entitled each year. As the time 
passed the demand for the book became less, 
until pow itis almost at a standstili—in fact, 
1t was said at Messrs. Appletons’ store yester- 
day that while the work was “kept in stook,” 
there was little or no call for it. Mr. Davis’s 
importunities became so great, finally, that the 
publishers offered to submit the whole question 
to friendly arbitrators who would decide upon 
the actual facts in the case. To this, after a 
time, Mr. Davis acceded and the arbitrators are 
now at work. ; 

One of the firm, in speaking of the dispute, 
made this statement: ‘‘Tbere have been cer- 
tain differences between Mr. Davis and the 
firm relating to his book, and concerning 
which there has been considerabie correspond- 
ence, which, however, has been conducted with 
the most friendly feeling. There was at one 
time a misunderstanding which we had sup- 
posed settled, but which, at Mr. Davie’s sug- 
gestion, has been reopened, and is now under 
consideration. According to the terms of the 
contract any such differences on which a 
mutual and satisfactory agreement conld not be 
reached should be submitted to iriendly arbi- 
tration. The whole matter has been so sub- 
witted. All we have done in this latest phase 
ot the case is to furnish the contract, copies of 
correspondence, and other matters which were 
requested. The amount of royalty stipulated 
in the contract was allowed on every svt sold, 
whether in cloth or moreexpensive bindings.” 





SICK CHILDREN’S MISSION WORK, 

The managers of the Sick Children’s Mission 
of the Children’s Aid Society report that the 
current contributions in aid of the work of fur- 
nishing medical attendance and food to sick 
poor children are inadequate, and unless further 
and immediate donations are receivel many 
needy and suffering families must be turned 
away unaided. Twelve physicians are em- 
ployed, and their reports are concurrent in 


ascribing much of the prevailing sickness among 
the children of the teuement houses to lack of 
proper nourishment, and without which their 
recovery is impossible. 

Itis the necessity of furnishing this food as 
well as medical attendance that so heavily 
taxes the funds of the mission, and the man- 
agers urgently appealfor additional contribu- 
tions in order that their good work may not be 
hindered. The fact that this charity was the first 
organized in this city for tne special relief of 
poor children during the Summer months, and 
that during the past eighteen years it has med- 
leally relisved upward of 40,000 sick children 
of the poor, furnishes a strong reason why it 
should continue to be generously supported. 
Donations are received by the Chilcren’s Aid 
Society, 27 St. Mark’s-piace, and at the mission 
headquarters, 287 East Broadway. 





A NEWSBOY’S SUICIDE. 

Philip McMahon, an eighteen-year-old news- 
boy, died in Bellevue Hospital yesterday 
morniug from the effects of paris green taken 
on Sunday with suicidal intent. He lived with 
his mother at 251 West One Hundred und 
Twenty-fourth-street, and, it is said, had a 


quarrel with heron Saturday. In the evening 
of that day he bought the poison in a drug 
store at Eighth-avenue and Ove Hundred and 
Twenty-third-street, and on Sunday morning 
drauk itin a glassof beer. He was taken to 
the Manhatitau Hospital. where the doctors 
said he was sulferjng frum alcoholism, notwith- 
standing that he told them he had taken paris 
green. Later on the same day he was removed 
to Bellevue, where the olficials said the Man- 
hattan doctors had neglected to use the stom- 
ach pump on him. whe Manhattan doctors will 
have to go before the Coroner. 





AN INSANE MAN GETS AWAY, 

Dr. Charles G. Purdy of 56 Pulaski-street, 
Brooklyn. came to New-York yesterday with 
Meyer Sonboru, a tea broker of 337 Sackett- 
street, Brooklyn, who was under treatment for 
a mild form of insanity. They called at 6 East 
Fourteenth-street, where Dr. Purdy had busi- 
ness to trunsact, and while he was talking about 
it Sonborn escaped, and the police were called 
upon to tind him. He was described in a general 
alarm as tweuly-s8ix years old, 5 feet 642 inches 
in height, medium build, florid complexion, 
dark-brown hair, gray eyes, full brown beard 
cut square, and having a wart on the outside of 
the index finger of the left hand. He wore a 
tweed suit, a brown derby, and luw-cut patent 
leather shoes.

POLICE CAPTAINS ON TRIAL 


FOR ALLOWING GAMBLING IN 
THEIKE PREOINOTS. 

J. WHITNEY, WHO MADE THE 

CHARGES, GETS EXCITED AND CALLS 

INSPECTOR WILLIAMS A LIAR. 


The trials which Capts. W. W. McLaughlin of 
the First Precinct and Edward Carpenter of 
the Fourth Precinct demanded because of state- 
ments made by Mr. D. J. Whitney, chief execu- 
tive officer of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, were had yesterday before Commis- 
sioners MacLean, McClave, Voorhis, and Martin. 
Corporation Counsel Clark had detailed Messrs. 
T. P. Wickes and John J. Townsend, Jr., to 
assist the Commissioners, and Mr. Frank Moss 
was retained by him to present the cases fur 
Mr. Whitney. Mr. W. F. Howe appeared for the 
accused. 

Capt. McLaughlin was tried first, and the 
charges against him were substantially as fol- 
lows: 


1. Tiat ou or prior to May 8 last there was a 
gambling house in the premises 86 Fulton-street, 
which is in the First Previuct, commanded by Capt. 
McLaughiin. 

2. The existence of such 
known to many persons. 

3. ‘The place hus been kept and maintained as a 
gambling house since May 21, 1889. 

4. That Capt. McLaughlin, before May 8, 1889, or 
since, knew that such gambling house existed or 
was ignorant of it because he neglected to use rea- 
souabie Vigilance and diligence to discover it. 

5. That Ou May 38, 1589, private citizens and 
ofiicers from Poiive Headquarters, without the aid 
ot Capt. McLaughlin, obtuiued evidence against 
the place and caused it to be raided. Arrests were 
made and gambling: apparatus was seized, and the 
prisoners were convicted. 

These charges carried the goneral one of in- 
competency and neglect of duty. When the 
case Was opeved and tairly under way it was 
difficult to determine who was on trial, the de- 
fendapts, the entire Police Department, Mr. 
Whitney, or the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime. Mr. Howe at the start indicated that 
he was prepared to attack Mr. Whitney’s char- 
acter and there were several atiempts made to 
this end, but at the conclusion of the trial the 
testimony had been restricied to the questions 
at issue and the Commissioners will have tu de- 
cide whether Capt. McLaughlin did all he could 
to suppress gambling at 86 Fulton-street, or if 
he should have done what the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime was able to do. During 
the trial Mr. Vouorhis presided and he and Mr. 
MacLean gave the prosecution the widest lati- 
tude aud invariably decided ugainst Mr. Howe. 

The prosecution proved absolutely cvounts 1, 
2, and 5, and by inference count 3; in fact, 
the defendaut admitted tuat he knew of tube ex- 
istence of the plave before and after May 8, but 
he insisted that it was impossible four his officers 
to get in to procure evidence, aud the detectives 
employed by the society trankly admitted that 
they were unable to get into the gambling 
rooms without being vouched for by men well 
known to the doorkeeper. Superintendent Mur- 
ray Was thetirst witness. He said that Capt. 
McLaughlin had regularly reported 86 Fulton- 
Street as a reputed gambling house, aud that he 
was # good oljicer. About a yeur ago he made 
arrests at that place, but the compiainanis 
fulled te appear and the case was dropped. 
-Augustine EK. Costello was called to prove 
that the existence of 86 Fulton-street as a 
gambling house was generally known. Then 
Mr. Whitney was called. He was nervous and 
pale, and when he was sworn siruck au atti- 
tude which suggested Ajax. He sat down in 
the witness chair with a bounce, crossed his 
legs and eyed Mr. Howe defiantly, while Mr. 
Moss in a few words obtained the details of the 
raid of the Sthof last May. Then Mr. Howe 
began to worry him. First he raked upthe case 
of Mr. Wnhitney’s agents, stanley Granger and 
Oscar L. Williams, who, with the aid of Capt. 
McLaughlin, were convicted of extortion. Mr. 
Howe tried to prove by Mr. Whitney tnat after 
the conviction of these two meu he—Whitney— 
told McLaughiin that he had gained his end, 
but tbat he woula get even With him, thus 
sbowineg the animus in his recent attack on Me- 
Laughlin, Mr. Whitney denied the use of the 
words. 

The witness became very angry when ques- 
tioned about Dis Gowestic affairs and furivus 
When catechised about bis suit against W. M. 
Waite, an ex-tenant in Warren-street, who 
claimed a technical eviction by reason of Mr, 
Whitney’s misbehavior with Minnie Throck- 
morton, his bookkeeper. The court excused Mr, 
Whitney trom answering these questions. 

There wus another breeze when Inspector 
Alexander 8. Williams, for tue defense, under- 
took to wive Mr. Whitney a bud character. He 
would not believe him under vath, considered 
him deceitful, and had seen him drunk on the 
street. Mr. Whitney became very much excited 
at this and shook his fist while he called the 
witness ao liar. 

The Inspector pointed to the buttons on his 
coat and said: ** You are protected, Sir, by this 
uniform.” 

Wheu the excitement created by the incident 
had subsided Inspector Williams named several 
officials and well-known wen who bad spoken 
il of Mr. Whitney. Mr. Moss asked the In- 
spector about the charges which were made 
against Lim when he was in the Nineteenth Pre- 
ciuct, and if he was ever cleared of them. In- 
spector Williams replied dryly: ‘‘ Weil, | was 
made an Inspector,” and he was excused. 

When Capt. McLaughlin went on the stand he 
was n0t in his usual amiable temper. He told 
what he did to stop the gambling at 86 Fulton- 
street and to Make the gambiers unhappy. A 
Police Captain, he said, could do less with men 
knewn to the gamblers than asociety who could 
use strangers as particeps criminis to secure 
evidence. ‘then Mr. Mose took him in hand and 
made bim talk of the Granger-Williams inei- 
dent. A dispute as to the facts and words used 
brought about a tilt and an abrupt answer from 
the detendant and arebuke from Mr. Voorhis, 
Once the Captain said he refused to raid the 
place. Ten days before he was _pro- 
moted to the command of the First Pre- 
cinct a man lust $25 there. After he assumed 
command the man came to him with two 
drunken lawyers aud wanted hiw to coerce the 
gamblers into giving back the wouney, and 
Capt. McLaughlin said that he could not be 
used that way, and offered tu go to the fombs Po- 
lice Court with the complainant. The ofter was 
declined. Commentipg on the conviction of 
Williams, the Captain said that Williams’s wife 
Was in court at thé time, very sad and very 
ragged, and be, Mr. Moss, and Mr. Whitney felt 
very sorry fur her. Atleast Capt. McLaughlin 
did, for he gave her $10. He could not exactly 
say how sorry were Messrs. Moss and Whitney, 
for they did not give her any money, 

While the rest of the testimony dragged along 
Detectives Oates and Nugent of the First Pre- 
cinct testitied in citizens’ clothes anu were 
hauled up by Mr. Voornis under the rule which 
requires such ofiicers to appear in uniform, and 
they will probvabiy be tried for the breach. De- 
tective Mullin, who was to testify, took the 
hint, slipped out of court, and at the police 
tailor’s got a uniform for a man fifty pounds 
heavier than he is. When he took the stand 
there was an audible titter, and Mr. Voornhis 
“spotted” the coat and asked Mullin where he 
gotit. Mullin made a clean breast of it and 
may not be punished. 

The case of Capt. Carpenter was of precisely 
similar nature to that of Capt. McLaughlin, 
only the scene of deiinquency was laid at 15 
Annp-street. Both cases were closed. Some in 
court predicted a prompt acquittal of the de- 
fendants, others that there would be a dead-lock 
in the board because Messrs. Voorhis and Mac- 
Lean would insist on some punishment being 
inflicted. 

When Mr. Whitney left Police Headquarters 
he met Capt. Carpenter, who at first looked 
him over in @ somewhat * how-could-you-do- 
it” fashion, but Mr. Whitney held out his hand 
aud merely howled when the big six-fvoter 
grasped it. .

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A NEW LXOHANGH PLANNED. 


DRUG MEN DELIBERATING ON AN IM- 
PORTANT TRADE PROPOSITION. 


Earnest efforts are being made in the whole- 
sale drug trade to organize a Drug Exchange. 
The magnitude of the business transacted and 
the large and constantly-increasing number of 
establishments engaged in it have for a long 
period led the progressive spirits in the trade 
to believe that an Exchange would be for the 
best interests of all. 

Steps were taken some time ago to effect an or- 
ganization of the principal houses in the trade 
into a-club or other form of social organization, 
but a sufficient number could not be interested, 
and so the project fell through. Lately the 
larger proposition of effecting a business organ- 
ization has been taken in hand by active repre- 
sentatives of the trade, and with a better out- 
look for success than their previous experi- 
ences led them to expect. 

Mr. Koch of the firm of Lehn & Fink, in Will- 
jlam-street, said toa Times reporter yesterday: 
“This 1s not the first effort of the kind, and it 
may not prove any more successful than those 
that have gone before. At the same time, the 
growth and expansion of the trade have em- 
Phasized the arguments in favor of an Ex- 
change. As the business is at present con- 
ducted, every large house has a corpsof buyers, 
which is busy all day in getting the quotations 
of other houses, and after it has gone the 
rounds and acquired the information it needs 
then it places its orders. Sometimes it does 


not succeed in getting the lowest quotations 
available because of the .difficulty im getting 
around to all the houses in the trade. Now, if 
tbere were an Exvhange, where buyers and 
sellers could come together’ tor two or three 
hours each day, where the seller could post his 
ofterings and the buyer his wants, there would 
be vo difficulty about getting at all the facts 
bearing upon the market, and the business 
could be transacted on both sides at an im- 
mense saving upon the present cost. 

**Fears that secrets of the trade would become 
common property are entirely unfounded. For, 
in the first place, many of these supposed 
secrets are not secrets at all, but facts known to 
most of the trade, and, secondly, the business 
transacted on the proposed Exchange would not 
involve the actual secrets of the trade any more 
in this city than it dues on the Exchanges of 
Europe. The dealings on the Exchange would 
be cunfined to staple articles, with respect to 
which there are no important secrets. Nearly 
ail the large drug houses have their individual 
proprietary articles or patent medicines, the 
trade in which would not be affected by the 
establishment of an Exchunge, unless it was to 
facilitate advertising them. On the other hand, 
the magnitude that has been reached by the 
trade in this country would clearly justify the 
organization of an Exchange, if such a thing is 
advantageous in any business. 

“My partner, who recently returned from 
Europe, was, previous to his departure from 
this country, himself not in favor of an Ex- 
change. But while abroad he visited the Drug 
Exchanges of London, Amsterdam, and Ham- 
burg expressly to acquaint bimself with their 
advantages and disadvantages. He has re- 
turned fully persuaded of the desirability of 
such an institution for this city. London con- 
trols the drug trade of the world through her 
Exchange, and Amsterdam and Hamburg, 
which have no exceptional advantages over 
other seaport cities in the trade aud manufact- 
ure of drugs, exert a world-wide influence, 
Large auction sales of staple articles are held 
at Amsterdam every year and tix the prices on 
the articles in question thrdughout the world. 

‘*As New-York is the chief entrepét for the 
barks, herbs, gums,and other crude forms of most 
drugs that come trom South and Central Amer- 
ica and other foreign lands, it would seem that 
this would be the proper lucation for a Drug 
Exchange for the entire American market. The 
matter is in the hands of energetic friends of 
the proposition, and if itis possible to interest 
@ sufficient proportion of the trade,a meeting 
will be called be: vre long for the purpose of es- 
tablishing the proposed exchange.” 





EXTENDING 1TS QUARTERS. 

The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is enlarging its building at Twenty- 
second-street and Fourth-avenue, and is just 
completing a handsome stable almost opposite 
the main office in Twenty-second-street, which 
willadd greatly to the facilities for work and 
its ability to accommodate sick or injured ani- 
mals. The quarters of the society have been 
cramped almost since its foundation. The 
horses for its ambulances were kept some dis- 
tance away from the wagons, so that in cases of 
great emergency very often the necessary delay 
proved fatal. 

A little more than three months ago work 
was begun on the toundation of the new stable 
The edifice rapidly grew, until now it is neces- 
sary to put only the finishing touches onit. It 
has a frontage of 25 feet, and occupies the full 
depth of the lot—100 feet. Itis two stories in 


height, and is built of pressed brick. The first 
floor Is occupied by a concreted apartmeut for 
the storage of the ambulances and patrol 
wacous and by the stable. The latter is divided 
into eight single stalls fur the horses used by 
the society, and three box stalis for any sick 
horses Which may be brought in. ‘The second 
floor is divided tuto three sections. The middle 
section is a big room, along one side of which 
extends adouble row of galvanized iron ken- 
nels. The upper row is devoted to the com- 
torts of cats. There are kennels for sixteen of 
them. The lowerrow of kennels provides for 
eight small dogs, which have the same advan- 
tages as those for the Cats, the unly difference 
between them being that of size. . 

Adjoining this apartment devoted to kennels 
is the death room, in which is a big box lined 
with galvanized iron and made absolutely aur- 
tight by means of over-lappea boards. A pipe 
extends from one side of this box loa gas pipe 
above, which is an indicator to show just how 
much of the gas has flowed into the chamber. 
When any small animals are received which are 
fatally injured or which are so diseased that 
their recovery is impossible, they are placed in 
this chamber and the gasis turnedon. The eham- 
ber is sufficiently large to hold a dozen medium 
eized dogs.

HE TAKES A LGOK AT THE HARBOR AND 
RECEIVES SEVERAL SALUTES. 


President Harrison arrived at Jersey City 
yesterday afternoon by the Pennsylvania 
Roud’s limited exprese. Mr. Harrison was ac- 
companied by Secretaries Windom, Proctor, and 
Rusk, aud Private Secretary Halford.

L. N. Lovell, a D rector of the Fall River Steam- 
boat Line, who led the wayito the end of the 
railroad pier, where the tug Belvidere was in 
waiting. 

In the tug the party took arun down the bay 
as far as the Narrows, where they were greeted 
with Presidential salutes from Forts Wadsworth 


and Lafayette. As they passed Governor’s Isl- 
aud on the way back another salute was given 
them. Tne tug reached the Fall River Line pier 
at 4:45, aud the party were taken in charge by 
President Choate of the steamboat company, 
who escorted them on board the Pilgrim. Here 
they were ass gned to bridal staterooms 128, 
129, 131, 132, (33, and 134. It had been ex- 
pected that Secretary Tracy would join tne 
President onthe boat anit accompany him to 
Bar Harbor, where Mr. Harrison will stay until 
Aug. 18, but word was received that he was not 
feeling very well, and had decided not to make 
the trip. Secretary Rusk left the party after 
they had got settled on the boat. Messrs, Bliss 
and Choate went on with them to Boston. 

When the President returned in the Despatch 
from his trip to Woodstock a few weeks ago he 
was not saluted as he passed the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, the officiais there not having kept 
themselves acquainted with his movements.

and the navy yard people have been ou the qui 
vive ever since to guard against a similar blun- 
der. Asthe Pilgrim reached the navy vard on 
her way up the East River last evening the 
cannon there made an ample atonement for 
past shortoumings.
